JIM HERRINGTON AGAIN AHEAD IN BANE. 
Special Dispatch to The Uhicaa Tribune, 

GENEVA, LiL. Sept. 1—During the past 
two weeks the Bourbons in the sixteen towns 
of Kane County have met in caucus and 
elected delegates to the County Democratic 
Convention held here today, Although the 
noise of this preparation has been heard far 
and near, with one or two exceptions, here- 
after mentioned, the work has progressed 
peacefully and harmoniously. The County 
Convention was called for the parpoee of 
electing delegates,to the Senatorial Conven- 
tion; to be composed of fifty-seven delegates 
from Kane and twenty-five from Du Page, 
and to be held at Turner Junction Sept. 16; 
and also to elect seven delegates to represent 
the county in the Democrati¢ State Conven- 
tion, to be held at Springfield Sept.7. Great 
interest centered in today’s convention 
for the reason that it promised a possible s8o- 
lution of the struggle for Representative in 
which there was such an unusually large crop 
of candidates. The Hon. Jaines Herrington, 
who has served several terms in the House, 
carried all the primaries in the county with 
little oppo#ttion, with the exception of Elgin 
and Dundee. ‘The latter sent contesting del- 
egafions, but the contest was settled before 
the convention opened in fayor of the Her- 
rington delegation, At the Eigin caucus, 
Aug. 30, a split o¢curred, and two sets of 
delegates were elected. The split was caused 
by the refusal of ‘the majority to accept 
Judge Botsford’s |proposition—to allow only 
such Democrats to vote in the caucus is 
would pledge themselves to support the 
party nominee. As the caucyses already 
held showed « majority in e County 
Convention for Mr. Herrington, this 
meant not only support. of Mr. Herring- 
ton, but an end to the Elgin Democratic sup- 
port of Mr. Bolles, the Independent candi- 
date. The caucus refused to make this test 
of their Democracy, and the HerringtomTfac- 
tion withdrew, and, in a eaucus of their 
own, cast 35 votes for their sey of delegates, 
The opposition cast 275 votes for a delega- 
tion supposed, although they had no op- 
portunity to shaw it, to be favorable to 
Bolles or Judge Annis, of Aurora. 

The convention today was called to order 
at 1:30 p. m. by RJ W, Corbett, Chairman of 
the County Central Committee, who, after 
reading the cali, placed in nomination Dr. J. 
W. Groat, of Aurora, as Teniporary Chair- 
man. Frank Kramer and Mr. Corbett 
were then elected Secretaries. A Committee 
on Credentiais was formed by each town 
dglegation, where there was no contest, ap- 
pointing one of their nuniber to represent 
them on that committee. During a recess of 
thirty minutes the Committee on Credentials 
listened to five-minute arguments by Judge 
Botsford, of Elgin, for. the admittance of the 
Herrington delegates, and bv Capt. Wilcox 
for the admittance of the “anti’s,” After 
this form had been gone through with the 
committee unanimously decided to admit the 
twenty-two “ Herringtons.”’ 

Although for local reasons Elgin Demo- 
crats.might choose to et an independ- 
ent candidate for the Legislature, the Demo- 
cracy of the county would sanction none but 
a straight Democrat, and at the reassembling 
of the convention the report of the Commit 
tee on Credentials was unanimously adopted. 
The temporary organization was then made 
permanent. At this juncture the ousted del- 
egation filed sadly out of the hall, leaving a 
clear field to their opponents.

Corrona & Son, 
wishing to take no risks of the paper being 
protested on presentation after the cotton 
had left this country, wired their New York 
correspondents to institute inguiries con- 
cerning the Neapolitans, and whether the 
New York house would take the drafts, 
They replied in the following message:

We 
do not know whether any one here has been vic-

The cool temperature 
which has prevailed at most points has been 
highly advantageous and protecting grain 
from injury. The work of the thrashers 
progresses slowly. Reports from all points 
where the titrashing has been finished show 
an excellentiquality and good yield of wheat, 
the quality being better than has been re- 
ported for several years. A considerable 
degree of accuracyean now be attained in 
making estimates as to the yield and grade 
of grain in the winter wheat sections, and 
estimates heretofore made in these dis- 
atches are proved to be practically correct. 
There isan | exception to be made in this 
statement, however, in the State of Michigan, 
where soniene s reports show that there is 
a falling off of at least 20 per cent from esti- 
mates made before the grain was cut. As 
heretofore stated, there was a decrease of 
acreage sown in the spring wheat districts 
but, while the work of harvesting and 
thrashing is not yet sufliciently advanced to 
make accutate estimates of the yield all 
reports agree that the increase per acre will 
make up for the lack in acreage. Tonight's

GAMBETTA. 


Women Who Have Piayed Important 
Parts tn Mis Career. 

Richard Whiting, correspondent of the 
New York World, writing from Paris of 
Gambetta, says: 

“ Gan:betta is, from first to last, the work 
of his mother, and itis to her that we owe 
the ‘ Eagie of Cahors.’ Everything good in 
him, his patriotic dash, his independence of 
character, his love or authority, the solidity 
of his affections, comes to him from his 


French mother; the smaller facets of hisy 


mind and heart, his duplicity, his perfidy are 
the moral inheritage of his Genoese father. 
He always recognized the debt: he 
had a veritabie atloration for his. mother 
which sweetened her old age. He 
bought her the house at Nice in which she 
and the husband who survives her lived in 
their declining years. Lately she expressed 
a desire to see the féte of the 14th of July at 
Paris, and wrote to her son to that effect. He 
tried to dissuade her, but she would have 
nothing te the contrary, and, in spite of all, 
she came, only to take to her bed the moment 
of her arrival and die. 

Aunt Massabie followed her nephew to the 
big city to look after him and take charge of 
his housekeeping. She was infinitly useful 
to him; she knew the mystery of that South- 
ern cuisine a l’huile which he still loves bet- 
ter than the finest cookery of Paris, and she 
was not only his cook, but his watch-dog, for 
she stood between him and many abore and 
many a knave and many a fool, who might 
otherwise have passed a door that was ever 
on the lateh. She had not much knowledge 
of the capital, but she had the flair of her 
sex. She was indispensable to him at thas 
critical state of his rising fortunes when he 
had to pick and choose among old followers, 
most of whom were no longer of any use to 
him. He formed his friendships then as he 
forms them now, for the love of good-fellow- 
Ship, and he was in great danger of carrying 
with bim the heavy baggage of his 
plebeian tastes on the steep ascent to 
distinction. Aunt Massabie in regard 
to all these matters was an embodied 
prudence. She packed off the’ useless ones 
and knew how to make the other kind doubly 
welcome with guod words and good things, 
as the latter are papi bey in the meridian 
of Cahors. It was soMething to go chez Gam- 
betta and’ eat in the Southern style. Those 
wh) could not eat could at least talk about 
the dishes, it gave a cachet to his hospitali- 
ty, and that is everything in France. The 
death of poor Aunt Massabie a few years ago 
was a terrible blow to him. He was thence- 
forth doomed to live in splendor instead of 
living In comfort, He ehanged his lodgings 
in the Rue Montaigne for a place on the Quai 
d’Orsay. Trompette, the most illustrious 
cordon bleu of Paris, succeeded her in the 
kitchen, but theré was none to succeed her in 
the home, 

His obiigations té his mother and to Aunt 
Massabie do not exhaust the list of his debts 
to the sex. Heis in fact as deep in their 
books as most other famous wen in history. 
After Massabie came avery different figure— 
Mme. Arhaud de l’Ariege, one of the loveli- 
@st and richest womevu in France. She was 
&@ woman of culture and refinement, the own- 
erofafine chateau in Switzerland, where 
Gambetta used to go, and still goes every 
year. ‘She tried to shape him for society, 
not altogether with success, for the grocer’s 
shop and the life of the Latin quarter have 
left their mark on him forever. She gave 
him her. son, a finished dandy six feet high, 


aud one of the first fencers. in 
Paris, for secretary, and she would 
have nade hin in the son’s 


likeness in manners and bearing: but, as I 
have said, this wasimpossible. His manners 
are not much more refined now thau they 
were in his student days. He isa big eater, 
a free-liver; he likes'to rub his fat paunch 
overa good dinner, and a good story to fol- 
low. His favorit chum is Coquelin, the actor. 
He might dine with Princes and Ministers 
every day, and he does dine with them very 
oiten, but he steals off as soon as he can to 
oueOt the right sort. Sometimes by rarest 
luck he finds such a one among his business 
qpuacerces who wear crowns. The 
Prince of Wales is hot only an intiuential 
person, but a good fellow. ‘Their breakfast 
together, Gambetta often says, was one of 
the pleasantest he had ever had in his life, 
and he wisely thinks so much of enjoyment 
that he grudges a breakfast wasted, as the 
now very ancient philosopher grudged a 
day. lamafraid Mime. Arnaud de l’Ariege 
has had inithe main to give him up as a bad 
job, but she will not give him up altogether. 
Her fine Womanly tact is shown in the art

He only did 
what seemed good to him, and then did it 
supremely well. The influence of the Adams 
—of the wifé especially, a beauty, almost a 
wit, and certainly a perfect woman of the 
worid—accounts for much in his sudden 
rise. He recognized it by an offer of marriage 
when she became a widow. It was an orig- 
inal kind of proposal, just such as Theseus 
might have made to an Amazon: “Let us 
join hands, and with two such heads as ours 
we shall do what we like with the world.” 
Mme. Adam thought one head would serve 
her purpose, and declined. He hever quite 
forgave her, it was the beginning of the 
end of a friendship which has now quite 
covled. They see each other no more, and 
her salon, which claimed to be tniversal, is 
seen distinctly to fall short of it by the want 
of this great personality. She bore his 
wrathful enmity with dignity, like the 
“strong fellow’’ she is. Years after, when 
some reptiles were getting up a case to crush 
him, one of them called on her and offered a 
pack of letters in his handwriting that would 
have compromised him in the most serious 
way. She bought the letters and sent them 
to Gambetta unread. 

But the strongest friend, patroness, call it 
what you like, he ever had was Mme. de 
Beaumont.

A BLOODY ANNIVERSARY. 


The Horrtbie Massacre at Lawrenée, 
Kas., by Quantrell, the Guerrilla, . 
Denver Tribune, Aug. 22. 

Today is the nineteenth anniversary of the 
most horribly thrilling event in t®e War of 
the Rebellion—the massacre at Lawrence, 
Kas., on the 23d of August 1863. 

Mr. M. Cronkhite, of this city, and his wife 
and children were witnesses to this scene of 
unprecedented fiendishness. In the month 
of October, 1854, he moved from New York 
State to OUsawatomie, Kas., and his house 
was the usual headquarters of Osawatomie 
Brown, and it was there also that the first 
Free State Convention was held. He was 
then the proprietor of a small hotel, and, be- 
ing himself a leading Abolitionist, his 
house was considered the most suitable piace 
for the meeting. Horace Greeleygwas present 
and made a speech before the convention. 

in 1859 there came to the town a young 
man named Quantrell, @ mere stripling of a 
fellow, who took up the occupation .of a 
country district-school teacher, and contin- 
ued in this profession till after the War be- 
gan. There was very little in his manner 
and nothing in his conduct to indicate the 
bully or the monster. His policy and his 
pretended politics disarmed all suspicion as 
to his real character. Settling in the midst 
of an Anti-Slavery community he became 
one .of the party by profession. He is de- 
scribed as @ red-headed youth with sandy 
complexion, 

When the War occurred he disappointed 
all who had known and respected him by 
forming # combination With a few young 
men in the community, and started out as a 
‘Kansas jayhawker.” Frem the very first 
he and his little band of followers began to 
pillage the country under the guise of Union 
men, making frequent raids and thieving ex- 
ploits upon defenseless people. 

The first notable outrage in his career was 
perpetrated in 1861, when he organized a 
band of seven men, including himself, and 
formed a plan to pillage the plantation and 
run off the negroes of as Walker, who 
lived near Independence, Mo. Waiker was 
awrich man, and a great deal of booty was 
expected. Quantrell led the way to the 
place, followed by only tour out of six. He 
explained to them his plans, and when within 
a few miles of the plantation commanded 
them to remain concealed for a day, while 
he made a reconnaissance of the place. 
This was a scheme to betray his friends and 
get the best of the booty. He went straight- 
away to Capt. Walker and laid before hiur 
all the planus which ‘he had given his men. 
When they came the following night, 
taking their positions around the house 
under Quantrell’s instructions, the whole 
party exeept Quantrell himself were 
killed by a Volley from a party of 
armed men: within. Quantrell, who had 
sought a place of convealment, then came 
forward, and was rewarded with money and 
the celebrated white horse which he rode in 
his exploits, and for which the Government 
finally offered a reward of $1,000. It was be- 
cause of the fleetness of this horse that Qwan- 
trell made s0 many marvelous escapes when 
closély pursued by the Federak soldiers and 
the outraged people of MissourNand Kansas. 

A year after his exploit at Capt. Walker’s 
he was captured at Capt. ‘Tony’s, near Osa- 
watoile, by a band of Free-State men, and 
pe in jail, but was released on a writ of 

iabeas corpus the next day and quickly dis- 
appeared. 

‘The most eventful incident in his career 
after that time was the massacre at Lawrence. 
Mr. Cronkhite, who remembers enough to 
give a graphie description of the affair, 
moved from OUOsawatomie to Lawrence in 
1863. At daylight on the 22d of August of 
that year Quantrell came and the bloody 
scenes which.he relates were enacted. 

In common with all towns near the east- 
ern boundary Kansas the people 
were kept in a constant state of alarin 
by the news of QQuantrell’s murder- 
ous raids in Missouri, and his comin 
was —_ feared. He came at an unexpecte 
time. The men of the city had organized 
companies, armed themselves, and every day 
turned out in squads and companies to drill. 
Acting onder the influence ot a part of the 
population, who derided the military meas- 
ures as silly and useless, the very day before 
the massacre the Mayor ordered the com- 
panies to disband and stack their guns in a 
biacksmith shop. Quantrell’s spies were in 
the town at that time. It was known that 
the lives of ‘the people were threatened by 
this murderous gang because the towh was 
a Yankee Abolitionist community. 

Just at the break of day on the morning of 
Aug. 23, 1863, the dréaded guerrilla, at the 
head of 400 armed men rode into the 
city. The people were peacefully sleep- 
ing in their beds, and those who unwittingly 
rushed into the streets to learn the cause of 
the great commotion, in its very beginning 
were murdered without merey and without 
respect to political sentiment. There was no 
defense or chance of defense. Every man 
who appeared within the range of the mur- 
derer’s gun was shot down in his tracks. 
Many were killed even before they knew 
who their visitors were. 
on the road to Lawrence these men repre- 
sented themselves as Union soldiers, going 
to protect the city. They had crossed the 
State line near Santa Fé, and made thirty 
miles that night. They came well-informed 
as to all the situations. The first move was 
a charge by a detachment upon a camp of 
eighteen recruits for the Union service. 
Every mam was killed while asleep in his 
tent. The firing awoke the people all over 
the place, and soon hundreds of men were 
rushing towards the main street in the cen- 
tral portion of the city. Here they found 
the column of grim and terrible horsemen, 
and here they met their death. 

At first a crowd of wandering, affrighted 
men appeared upon the corners of the street, 
where the main column of the guerrillas 
were found. Before they could realize their 
danger, before they could turn to escape, 
they were shot down, Many were killed 
upon the spot. The wounded did not escape. 
The ranks of the murderers were broken, 
and wherever a fugitive was seen he was 
run down and murdered. The wounded who 
lay weltering invtheir blood received a sec- 
ond and fata! shot. 

In the meantime, other detachments were 
sent to different portions of thetown. When- 
ever@® man appeared he was shot dov’n. 
Then the murderous gang scattered about 
in squads through the town, and shot down 
every man who yeftured into the street: 
But the carnival of biood did not end here. 
The houses were broken into, the sanctity of 
the bedchamber invaded, and good men were 
dragged from their beds and murdered in 
the presence of their wives and eliildren. 

When it becawe apparent that the women 
and children were not to be harmed, the 
men began a retreat from the city, and 
within an hour only the women and children 
could be seen. Thé men sought refuge in 
the fields and every possible place of conceal- 
ment. Many of them traveled as far as they 
could goina day. But the reign of terror 
was notover. ‘The torch was applied to the 
houses, and soon the city was in flames. 

Then the scenes of pillage and devastation 
began. Private residences, houses of mer- 
chandise, banks, and shops were entered. 
All the treasure that could be found was 
taken, and then the torch applied. In order 
to secure the greater booty the banks were 
the last places invaded. ‘The officers or 
clerks were found, and a promise of their 
lives given until after they had opened the 
treasure vaults, ‘Then they were murdered. 

Quantrell’s band of murderers had been in 
town one hour. One hundred and seventy- 
tive men lay dead in the street and in their 
houses. The city was in flames, and the 
poor wounded, who might have had achance 
for their lives, were picked up from the 
streets and bigperd into the flaming ruins. 

The work of@ievastation was complete, the 
town was plundered, and in three hours 
after their entry the guerrillas were on the 
highway with their faces tarned toward the 
east, 

Within these three hours of revelry in 
blood, and pillage, and arson, there were in- 
cidents which, taken in detail, would fill a 
volume. One r man was Wounded and 
fell upon his back. His devoted wife fell 
upon him. A brute came and placed a pistol 
under her head, and shot her through the 
brain. Four oR eet Trask (a news- 
paper editor), Carpénter, Baker, and Dr. 
Griswold (a physiciar), were dragged into 
the street and all shot down in a bunch. 
Baker recovered from his wound. Even the 
boys who came on the street out of curiosity 
were shot down. 

Mr. Croukhite escaped by ranning into his 
field and staying there until the massacre 
was over. One of the pickets came and 
otdered Mrs. Cronkhite to set fire to her own 
house. She escaped by a logical argument 
with the brute.

CATTLE ON THE PLAINS. 


The Vast Grazing Interest of Nebraska 
and Wyoming~—-The Northern Climate 
Better for Cattle than That of Texas 
—An Estimate of the Profits Gained 
by Keeping 1,000 Head. 

St. Lowte Globe-Democrut. 

There may be said to be three great cattle 
belts in the country, to be designated re- 
spectively as the north, the northwest, and 
the south belts. The first takes in Montana 
and Dakota, and is tributary to the Northern 
Pacific Road; the second includes the west- 
ern half of Nebraska and the Territory of 
Wyoming, and is tributary to the Union Pa- 
cific Road ; and the third consists of vast por- 
tions of Texas and the Indian. Territory; and 
seeks an outlet,through the Iron Mount- 
the St. Louis & San § “Fran- 
roads 
St. Louis. Of the three the northwest 
belt isat present the most important, but 
that to the north of itis growing the most 
rapidly, and with the completion of the 
Northern Pacific Railroad 
maintain the supremacy. I realized this fact 
from the manner in which the stockmen 
laughed at me when L iaquired if it was pos- 
sible tor cattle to go through the hard win- 
tefs of that section unfed and unsheltered.

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THE CROPS OF 1882. 

The crops of 1882 at this date promise a 
liberal reward to the agriculturists of the 
country. There are certain districts in which 
particular crops will fall below the average, 
and the joss toindividuals may be severe, but 
the general result, taking the cuuntrv as @ 
whole, will be bountiful and profitable. In 
some districts there are tailures in the oats 
crop, the failure being in not equaling the 
general product. In other districts the grow- 
ing potatoes have rotted and proved a to- 
tal loss, while throughout the country 
the crop is so abundant as to exclude any 
apprehension that potatoes will have to be 
imported, as last year to the value of $5,000,- 
000. The wheat crcp is not only prolific, but 
of a superior quality, as is also that of rye, 
flax, and barley. The cotton crop is still un- 
determined, but all the indications are that it 
will equal the best expectations. 

The other and perhaps the most important 
of all ttie crops in a National sense, and as 
one in which the interests of the greatest 
number of persons are involved, is the corn. 
The early summer was unfavorable. The 
planting iu a very extended area was de- 
layed beyond precedent, and in an equally 
extensive area the first planting was lost or 
destroyed by the excessive rains. This last 
portion was, however, replanted, and the 
more genial sun of the later summer months 
has wondrously promoted the growth of the 
whole vast area planted with corn. It has 
recovered the time lost in June and the first 
of July, and on this the 2d day of Septem- 
ber it promises a yield equal to the average 
of anumber of years. Not only does the 
yield per acre promise in this way, but the 
acreage devoted to corn this year is much 
This is due to the 
change of policy in many of the Southern 
States, where the rule has been in the past 
to buy corn and meat for home supply. This 
year there will be thousands of farms at the 
South where corn will be raisea for domestic 
uses, and where efforts will be made to feed 
a sufficiency of hogs to meet the home wants 
for pork and bacon. It is safe toassume that 
the acreage devoted to the growth of corn 
this year will be inereased 20 per cent 
by the additions made in the Southern 
States. The total production of corn last 
year was comparatively small, the yield per 
acre being far below the average, and the 
total yield of the whole country this year 
may be increased largely, even if the yield 
per acre be no greater than last year—a re- 
sult, however, not anticipated at this time 
from the present condition of the growing 
crop. What the month of September may 
have in store in the wayiof corn-maturing 
weather is siill undetermined. 

The quality and quantity of the crops of 
18828 are of great importance financially. 
What we produce above and beyond the 
needs for domestic consumption is what we 
will have to sell, and represents the profits 
which in one form or another are to be 
added to the National wealth. On this point 
a comparison of the annual production and 
the annual exportation does not fairlv repre- 
sent the extent of earnings. It is very evi- 
dent that our home consumption of agri- 
cultural products increases even faster than 
our population. Our population increases at 
a liberal rate annually, calling for a propor- 
tionate increase of the supply food prod- 
ucts, but itis unquestionably true also that 
our consumption of bread and meat products 
increases faster than does the mere number 
of our population. We consume more of the 
ordinary food products per capita every 
year. 
of the country and to the always increasing 


, improvement in the transportation and al] 


other items entering into and reducing the 
cost of production. The man who in the dis- 
tribution of his earnings has heretofore been 
able to allot; one-half his income per week to 
purchasing a given weight ‘of -bread and 
meat, as the prices of these articles are re- 
duced in consequence of the useof improved 
machinery or in the cost of transportation, 
finds that the amount of food obtainable for 
the same amount of money Is enlargedgnd the 
amount purchased for consumption is in- 
creased proportionately. The growth of the 
foreign trade—that is, the exports of bread- 
stuffs and provisions to supply foreign de- 
mand—and thé amount néeded to meet the re- 
quirements of home consumption cannot be 
measured by the extent of the increase of the 
home population, nor by the numbers in the 
foreign States dependent upon this country 
for food. Weneed an annual inerease of 
food products for home consumption far in 
excess of any*increase in population, and 
each foreign population to Whom we supply 
cheap fo odwill require of us an increase in 
quantity in proportion to the reduction in the 
price. There are now thousands of meat- 
consumers and consumers of American flour 
in Europe to whom until within a few years 
white bread was unknown and meat a lux- 
ury only tasted on rare festivals and holi- 
days. 

Thus, though the crops of 1880 mark an era 
in our agricultural products not exceeded in 
our history, any year that does not equal or 
exceed the previous one may be styleda fail- 
ure, to the extent that it fails to meet the 
ever-growing demand not only for home con- 
sumption, but also to meet the ever-increas- 
ing supply to feed our customers abroad. 

It is too early yet to venture on figures as 
to the number of tons of flour, of corn, and 
of provisions we will have at tne close of the 
harvest, or of the tons of surplus grain and 
meats we will have to sell. The deficiency 
of corn, and consequently of provisions, last 
year must be considered, as also must the 
increased demand for home consumption.

ANOTHER MACHINE SMASHED. 

The political machines on the Republican 
side have fared badly at the hanis of the peo- 
ple ever since the Chicago Convention of 
1830, which refused to recognize the authori- 
ty of the bosses. Conkling’s downfall dated 
frow that time. Cameron’s rulein Pennsyl- 
vania has been so seriously impaired that 
there isan open revélt in his State which 
threatens his final dethronement. The as- 
piring bosses in several other States were 
wise enough to take warning and accommo- 
date themselves to the popular wil. Among

those who had not the discernment or discre- 


tion to yield to tae new order of things was 
Mr. Chauncey L Filley, the would-be boss of 
Missouri. He recentiy took it upon himselt 
to tell the Republicans of Missouri 
that they should hold no State Con- 
vention, nominate no ticket, abd make no 
campaign this year. This piece of arrogance 
has been promptly rebuked and set aside. 
The State Committee, under the control of 
Mr. Filley, has been completely snubbed, and 
leading Republicans in nearly every county 
of the State have joined in acall fora State 
Convention to be held in the City of Jeffer- 
son on the 20th of September, There is rea- 
son to anticipate that this convention will be 
the most popular and harmonious that has 
ever been held by the Republicans of Mis- 
sourt. 

The action taken by the State Committee 
was simple usurpayon. That body repre 
sented a trust which it betrayed. It had 
neither the authority nor the righfgto say 
that Republicans should not hold a@®onven- 
tion. Such a program was tantamount toa 
disbandment of the party in Missouri. The 
Republicans of that State cast 153,567 votes 
tor Garfield in 1880. Is that ashowing which 
warrants an abandonment of thefieid? [tis 
true ‘that the Democrats cast nearly 55,000 
more votes the same year, but as against 
the Republican and the Greenback vote 
the Democrats had a majority of ony 
19,907. Does sucha majority indicate that 
there is absolutely no hope for Republican 
principles in Missouri? Moreover, the Re- 
publicans of Missouri cast nearly 10,000 more 
votes in 1880 than they did in 1876, and in the 
jatter year the Democrats had a majority of 
54.544 which was reduced to 19,907 in 1880, 
Indeed, the Democratic majority has been 
steadily reduced ever since the enfranchised 
Rebels overrun the State. In the face of 
these facts, what right @ad any one man to 
insist or any small clique of men to order 
that the Republican party of Missouri should 
give up the ghest? Had this course been 
acquiesced in the day of resurrection would 
never have come for the Republican party 
in Missouri. ‘There are principles as well as 
spoils to maintain—a theory of politics which 
the machine men do not understand. There 
is hope for a future ih the State of Missouri 
which the progress and improvement of late 
years have vitalized rather than destroyed. 
The convention whieh will be held Sept. 20 
will represent a double purpose—viz.: (1) To 
notify the people of Missouri that the Kepub- 
lHican party still lives and proposes to contest 
the ground on principle; and (2) to notify 
the Republicans of the State that they are no 
longer to be run bya“ machine.” The lat- 
ter purpose is quite as important as the 
former, and will aid the progress of Repub 
licanism in Missouri materially. 
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DR. BLISS’ CLAIM. 

‘The cheek of Dr. Biiss appears to be nonu- 
mental so faras that portion of his physi- 
ognemy pertains to the collection of his bill 
for tis services during the illness of the late 
President Garfield. It will be remembered 
that at the outset Dr. Bliss and the other 
physicians magnanimously announced that 
they had no claims to present, and that whiat- 
ever Congress might appropriate for their 
services would be satisfactory. Dr. Bliss 
was specially conspicuous in his somewhat 
ostentatious display of maguanimity. Con- 
gress took Dr. Bliss at his word, and appro- 
priated $52,000 to cover the expenses of the 
illness and the funeral, $35,000 of which were 
specifically set aside to satisfy the doctors’ 
claims, ‘which, upon the authority of the 
doctors themselves, wuuld be sufticient to 
satisfy them also. On Saturday last 

Dr. Bliss and Dr. Reyburn filed their: claims 
with the Board of Audit, the former for 
$25,000 and the latter for $8,000. Dr. Bliss, 
in presenting his claim, stated that he pro- 
posed to go to New Mexico on the following 
Tuesday, to be absenttor some time; and, 
consequently, had presented his claim with- 
out reference to the other physicians, and 
he might have added, since he knew the 
pamount set apart for medical service, with- 
out any refer@fce to their pocketbooks or to 
his previous grandlloquent announcement 
of satisfaction with any action Congress 
might take, In connection with his itemized 
account, he filed a statement giving the 
grounds for his charges, which substantially 
amount to this: That he was called to take 
charge of the case; that he devoted himself 
to it; that he held numerous consultations; 
that he prepared all the enemata, dressed the 
wound and supervised the baths; that he lost 
thirty-eight pounds in weight, and was in- 
fected with the sepsis of the patient, which 
caused a secondary abscess lasting more than 
three thonths afterwards. It may be ob- 


#® served in passing, that it is fortunate for him- 


self he did not cémmit any mistake in the 
matter of his abscess as radical as that which 
he committed in the matter of the Presi- 
dent’s wound. He also alleges that at the 
time the President was shot his income was 
about $1,500 per month, which has since 
been seriously prejudiced, as his patients 
have wandered aWay. But if Dr. Bliss is a 
good physician, will not his patients return 
again? Is it likely that because he devoted 
his time te the cause of the Nation all his pa- 
tients are going to desert hini? Isitnot more 
likely that the name and fame secured by the 
Doctor will increage his patlents? So far as 
current income is concerned, the Doctor can 
lose nothing, for even afier his claim is 
scaled down he will receive.an amount that 
represents more than $1,500 per mouth.while 
if he should get all that he asks it would be 
at the rate of almost $10,000 per month, or, 
im exact numbers, his in¢omeaiuring the 
tine he was away from his patients would 
be increased from B50 per day to $325 per day. 

But there is another side to thisclaim: Dr. 
Bliss, when he filed his bill for $25,000, knew 
that the total amount set apart for the med- 
ical service was $35,000, Is he exactly fair 
to the other pliysidians? If he is paid $25,- 
000 it leaves $10,000 to be divided between 
Drs. Reyburn, Hamilton, and Agnew, not to 
mention Dr. Boyuton and Mrs.- Dr. Edson. 
Of these, Dr. Reyburn has filed his claim for 
$8,000 already, and. it is understood that Drs. 
Hamilton and Aghew will present bills for 
$15,000 each, making in all an aggregate of 
$60,000, to meet which the Boara of Audit 
has $35,000, five-sévénths of which Dr. Bliss 
already clafms—for what ? 

As Congress manifestly infended that the 
$35,000 should caver the whole expense of 
the medical service, amg as the docturs ex- 
pressed a will ess to accept whatever

as equally as it can 
Hamilton, Reyburn, Boynton, and Mrs. Ed- 


gon. Certainly if one is entitled to compen- 


sation all are, and Dr. Boynton and Mrs. Ed- 
son ought not to be left out in the division, 
The larger amount should go to Bliss, Ag- 
new. and Hamilton, but the other three 
should have something as a compensation 
for their time at least. It is probable that 
none of coterie will demand any compen- 
sation for skill. Above all tilings, let the 
Board of Audit settle the claims with what 
money they have and not refer the matter 
-back to Congress again. The country wants 
to hear nothing more of this scandalous mat- 
ter. 
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THE UTAH COMMISSION AT WORK. 

It is still an open question which is ahead 
in Utah—the Saints or the Gentiles. The 
Commissioners at first ordered a revision of 
the present registration lists preliminary to. 
the election of Congressional Delegate. As the 
Saints supp@®sed the Commissioners would 
order the revision according to the letter of 
the Territorial statutes, they were in high 
glee, and the Gentiles were equally despond- 
ent. The commission, however, made its 
own rules as to the registration, and as these 
rules require that every persou Whose name 
is on the lists shall take an oath “that he is 
not a bigamist or polygamist; that he is not 
a violator of the United States laws prohibit 
ing bigamy or polygamy; that he does not 
live or cohabit with more than one woman in 
the marriage relation, nor does any relation 
exist between him and any woman which has 
been entered into or continued in violation 
of the said laws of the United States; or ifa 
woman, that she is not the wife of a polyga- 
mist, nor has entered into any relation with 
any man in violation of the laws of the United 
States concerning polygamy or bigamy’’; 
the Gentiles were in high glee and the Saints 
were correspondingly depressed. Under the 
first rule, however, which ‘provides for the 
appointment of a registration office for each 
county, the commission has appointed for 
the twenty-four counties seven Gentiles, 
nine apostate Mormons, and eight Mormons. 
The mirth of the Gentiles thereupon has 
changed to anxiety and the Saints are pluck- 
ing up courage, for they may swear they are 
not polygamists, and with such a hetero- 
geneous list of registrars it will be difficult 
to get together proof against them. Cer- 
tainly the eight Mormon judges will not be 
very strenuous to wipe out the names of 
their friends, the seven Gentiles may not be 
able to do it at all, and what the nine apos- 
tates will doremains to beseen, At present, 
therefore, itis hard to say who has captured 
the commission—the Saints or the Gentales., 


NEW YORK AND CHICAGO. 

The Coutroller of the City of New York 
has Just issued his annual statement, which 
suggests some significant comparisons be- 
tween the financial conditions of the two 
great cities of this country—New York and 
Chicago, 

According to the census of 1880, New York 
had a population of 1,206,590 amu Chicago a 
population of 503,304. Since that time there 
is every reason to believe that the rate of 
growth has been very much larger in Chi- 
cago than it has been in New York. With- 
out speculating on this point it is sufficient 
for the purposes of comparison to keep in 
mind that the population of New York is but 
little mare than double that of Chicago. 

It appears from Controller Campbell’s re- 
port that the gross debt of New York City is 
$16,538,807. This includes what are called 
the “ revenue bonds,” a name which is used 
as a euphemism for scrip or temporary loans 
anticipating the paymentof taxes, After de- 
ducting these and the other available re- 
sources, the net city debt is stated to be $97.- 
50S, 508. 
certained by the Controller Jan, 1, 1882, was 
$12,752,000, of which nearly $4,000,000 is rep- 
resented by the water bonds; bat abundant 
provision is made for the payment of the 
water bonds out of the profits of the water 
system, which will also yield sufficient reve- 
nue for the extension of the water service as 
it becomes necessary: “hence the debt 
of the city which is a charge upon 
the community is really not more than 
$3,752,000 as against the net debt of more 
than $97,500,000 of New York. Controller 
Campbell states that the taxes collected in 
New York in 1881 amounted to $26,917,786, 
and that $8,088,150 of taxes remain unpaid. 
This would make the total: tax levy for 1881 
more than $35,000,000. The total tax assessed 
in Chicago for the same year was $4,136,608, 
The deficiency in the collection of taxes in 
New York was alone double the entire tax 
levy in Chicago. 

Thus it appears that, with a population but 
little more than, double that of Chicago, New 
York has a debt more than eight times as 
much as Chicago’s debt, and levies a tax 
nearly nine times as much as Chicago as- 
sesses for the support of the City Govern- 
ment. 

This isa showing of the highest impor- 
tance to Chicago, and it cannot fail to im- 
press capitalists, manufacturers, entrepre- 
neurs, merchants, and especially the young 
men of the country, with the superior ad- 
vantages Chicago offers in the future to 
energy and enterprise. Manufacturing in- 
terests more than all others will discover an 
inducement to locate in Chicago in prefer- 
ence to New York, where they must submit 
to nine times as much taxation asin Chicago, 
and where they must help pay off eight 
times as large a debt as Chicago owes. If 
all other conditions were equal this enor- 
mous difference in favor of Chicago would be 
sufficient to influence hew enterprises to 
loeate in this city in preference to New 
York City, Butthe other conditions are like- 
wise in Chicago’s advantage. This city is 
much nearer the centre of the country. Itis 
the point where the producers and consumers 
meet, It has facilities for distribution by 
land and by water from which New York is 
geographically excluded. Add to this the 
fact that the cost ot living is and must con- 
tinue to be Jess in Chicago than in New 
York, because this city is so much nearer the 
agricultural districts, and the inducement to 
the matiufacturer is overwhelmingly in favor 
of Chicago. When Chicago butchers can 
send their meats to New York and Baiti- 
more and- undersell the local butchers so 
inuch as to create a panic among the latter 
there can be no question but the same amount 
of wages in this city will assure the 
laboring classes a better living and 
greater contentment than in New York—a 
consideration which is begin: to weigh 
more with the manufacturers than any other 
single condition. These several circum- 
stances'unite to explain why the manufact- 
uring interests of Chicago have grown so 
marvelously during the past ten years, and 
they furnish “ warrant for the conviction 
that the commerce of this city, so important 
in the past and sO promising in the future, 
will nevertheless be secondary to the indus- 
trial interests of the comu:unity in cowpara- 
tive progress and actual value. , 

Chicago’s enviabie financial condition, 
which is illustrated so pointedly by com pari- 
son Wiih that of New York, is due alinost 
wholly to the restrictions of the State Con- 

ution, Which limits the municipal debt to 
5 per cent, and the law which limits the 
annual municipal tax to 2 per cent 
the valuation placed upon city prop- 
erty for tax purpod@s.. Had it not 
been for these restrictions, the manifuld 


temptations to extravagance which followed 


The net city debt of Chicago, as as- [ 
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enormous and bu some in proportion as 
those of New York. This fact may be cited 
by New York one ge along with the 
plunder of the régime, in extenua- 
tion of the marked difference we have point- 
ed out, but no explanation will change the 
actual conditions which render Chicago in- 
finitly more attractive as a location for man- 
ufacturing and business enterprise, and 
assure to this city in the future a continua- 
tion of the greater proportionate increase in 
population, which makes it a mere question

THE DESERTERS’ BOUNTY LAW. 
The “Arrears of Pensions” act with its 
cost of $140,000,000, has not proved a sufficient 
warning to Congress against legislating in 
the dark. The last act was appropriating for 
the pay and bounty of soldiers withheld be- 
cause of desertion or absence without leave, 
and claims under this act, though it is 
dated Aug. 7, are already pouring into the 


i, fice of the Second Auditor of the Treasury. 


The act is not understood generally. No 
claim will be considered until the Secretary 
of War shall have removed the charge of de- 


peertion or unauthorized leave of absence 


standing against the soldier on the rolls of 
the army in the Adjutant-General’s office. 
Officers of volunteers and soldiers in the 
regular army are not entitled to the benefits 
of the law. The lowest estimate of the prob- 
able cost of this act now presented is $5,000,- 
000, but no man can tell what the amount 
will be. It will beno way difficult for any 
deserter to find proof to show that he was 
unfortunately and accidentally absent at roll- 
call and prevented from returning to his 
company. The officers can be admitted to 
the benefits of the law hereafter. The fol- 
lowing is a copy of the law; 


An Act to relieve cerfain soldiers of the late 

War from the charge of desertion. 

Be ut enacted, by the Senate and House of Rep- 
resentatives of the United States of America in 
Cougress assembied, That the charge of deser- 
tion DOW Standing On the roils and records in the 
office of the Adjutant-General of the United 
States against any soldier who served in the late 
War in the volunteer service sbail be removed 
in ali cases where it shall be made to appear to 
the satisfaction of the Secretary of War, trom 
such roils or records, or from Other satisfactory 
testimouy, What any such soldier served faith- 
fully uotil the expiration of bis term of enlist- 
ment, or until the 22d day of May, A. D. 186), or 
was prevented from compieting his term of 
service by reason of wounds received or disease 
contracted in the line of duty, but who, by rea- 
son of absence from his command at the time 
the same was mustered out, failed to be mus- 
tered out and to receive an,honorable discharge. 

Seo. 2. Toat the charge of desertion standing 
on the rolis and records in the office of the Ad- 
jutaot-Geveral of the United States against any 
soldier who server in thegate War in the volun- 
teer service sball also removed io all cases 
where it shall be made to appear to the satisfac- 
tion of the Secretary of War. from such rolis and 
records or from other satisfactory testimony, 
that such soidier charged with desertion or ab- 
sence without leave didnot intend to degert, and 
after such charge of desertion or absence with- 
out leave Voluntdrily returned to his command 
and served in the line of his duty until be was 
mustered out of the service and received a cer- 
tificate of honorabie discharge. 

Seo. 3. That in all cases where the charge of 
desertion shail be removed under the provisions 
of this act from the record of the soldier who 
has not received a certificate of pears pet it 
shali be the duty of the Adjutant-General of the 
United States tu issue to such soldier, or in case 
of bis death to his beirs or legal representatives, 
a certificate of gischarge. 

Sec. 4. That when tne charge of desertion 
shall be removed under the provisions of tbis 
act from the record of any soldier, sucht soldier, 
or, in case of bis death, the beirs or legal repre- 
sentatives of such soldier, sbail receive all pay 
and bounty which may have been withbeid on 
account of such charge of desertion or absence 
without leave: provided, however, that this act 
sbull not be 80 construed asto giveto any such 
soldier as may be entitled to relief under the 
provisions of this act, or, in case of bis death, to 
the heirs or legal representatives of any such 
soldier, the righ{ to receive pay and bounty for 
any period of time during whick such soldier 
was abecot from bis command without leave of 
absence: and provided further, that no soldier, 
nor the beirs or legal representatives of any 
soldiers who served in the army a period of less 
than tweive months, or who intentionally de- 
serted, shall be entitied to the benefit of the pro- 
visions of this act. 

Sec. 5. That all acts and parts of acts incon- 
sistent with the provisions of this act are hereby 
repealed.

He ted them, as 1 believe, all wrong for 
forty years. He was a iawyer. and never cculd 
come tothe paint of denying and defying all 
British law. He was a Catholic, sincere ang de- 
yout, and would not see that the Church had 
ever been the enemy of Irish freedom. He was 
an aristocrat by position and by taste; and the 
pame of arepublic was odiousto him. More- 
over, bis success as a Catholic agitator ruined 
both bim and Gis country. By mere agitation, 
by harmless exbibition of numerical force, by 
imposing demonstrations (which are fatai non- 
sense), and by eternally half unsheathing a vis- 
ionary sword, which friends and fos alike 
knew to be a fantom, be bad, be believed, co- 
erced the British Guvernment.to passa relief 
bill. 

Poor old Dan!—wonderful, migtty, jovial, and 
mean old mun, with silver tongue, and smile of 
witebery. and heart of melting ruth—iying 
tongue, smile of treachery, heart of unfathom- 
uble fraud! Whata royal yet vuigar soul, with 
the keen eye and potent sweep of a generous 
eagie of Cair Tual—with the base servility of a 
hound, and the cold cruelty of a spider! Think 
of bis speech for Jobn Magee, the most wer- 
ful forensic adghievement since before Detmos- 
thenes, and then think of the “ gorgeous and 
gossamer” theory of moral and peaceful agita- 
tion, the most astounding organer of public 
swindling since firat man bethought bim of ob- 
taining money under false pretenses.

What but pray that Irish earth 
may lie light on O'Connell's breast, and that the 
good God, who knew bow to create so woudrous 
a creature, may have mercy on bis soul. + 


A curious and little-known experiment, 
showing the resistance of the air in guns. is de- 
scribed by Prof. Daniel Colladon, of Geneva, ina 
recent letter to M. Melsens. Hewas long in the 
habit of showing it to his classes. It resembies 
a feat that was sometimes performed by ‘sol- 
diers with the old Swiss carbives. M. Colladon 
fully charged with compressed air the boliow 
iron breech of an air-gun, serving as a reser- 
voir. Having screwed up the gun, he introduced 
a round jead ball, running freely, but nearly fill- 
ing the bore; then, placing the gun vertically, 
he seized the upper end, and pressed bis thumb 
vigorously on the mouth. The gun was then 
“fired” by an assistant: the thumb remained 
in position, and the ball was beard:to fall back 
inthe bore. Thereupon, after recharging the 
breech and with the same ball, he shot the latter 
ata pine board about .4-inch thiek, or a pane 
of glass, and it passed through. The experi- 
ment, M. Colladon says, is without danger if the 
operator is sure of the strength of his thumb, 
if the gun is more than thirty-two inches long, 
and if the bail is spherical and nearly fills the gun 
(in which it must act like a piston). The least 
uncertainty in the very vigorous pressure of the 
thumb and the hermetic closure of the gun, 
may entail serjous injury to the thumb. While 
M. Colladon has repeated the experiment twen- 
ty or thirty times without the least inconven- 
ience either {fom shoek or heat, a triaiof it is 
perhaps flardly to be recommended. 

A wit. made in a mad-house, of which 
the testator bas been an inmate during the 
greater part of his life, is not a document very 
likely, one would oaturally say, to passe muster 
in a court of law; but such a paper bas jist 
becn declared valid IN Dublin. The testator 
was a French gentleman, who in his youth be- 
came insane from excessive dissipation, and was 
coatined ih anjasylum for two years before he 
recovored bis mental health. Betug then at lib- 
erty to go he refused to do so, having acquired a 
liking for the place; and remained there for 
twenty-eigit years more. Only once during 
this time did he go out mto the world, and

New York Evening Post: A “broker” 
bas been arrested in Washington for doing busi- 
ness without a license; and his defenses, that 
his business is not that of a broker, but consists 
in lending money to Government clerks at 
percenta month.

GREAT BRITAIN. 
GREAT EXCITEMENT IN DUBLIN. 

Dupin, Sept. 1.—Over 200 Metropolitan 
Police have been dismissed, Itis expected 
fhat hundreds will resign. There is great 
excitement in the city. All the police sta- 
tions are occupied by strong guards of mili- 
tary. 

The police who were dismissed are all 
those who attended the meeting of the police 


- here last night, at which the conduct of 


Capt. Talbot, the Chief Superintendent, was 
strongly denounced. The dismissals in all 
number 24. Capt. Talbot announced the 
dismissals, the police being paraded in the 
castle-yard for the purpose. It is said there 
will bea general strike tonight. Detach- 
ments of the Sixtieth Rifles, each accom pa- 
ied by a military magistrate, occupy every 
police station. A proclamation has been 
widely posted, declaring the services of 
special constables are necessary, and calling 
upon all loyal subjects to come forward and 
undertake duty. ‘Lhe proclamation justifies 
the dismissals, pointing to the disobelience 
of the police, who were forbidden tw hold 
the meeting. Itis signed “* R. G. Hamilton, 
God Save the Queen.”’ 

On hearing of the dismissals from the po- 
lice force, some of the men on duty tore off 
their badges in the streets, and swore that 
they would not doduty until their colleagues 
were reinstated. 

Rioting broke out on College street at 9:30 
o’ciock this evening. The mob was very 
violent. Some policemen who remained on 
duty at College Street Station were brought 
eut in a body, but were obliged to retire be- 
fore the mob. Additional troops have been 


, sent to the scene of the riot, as there are no 


police or special constables in Dublin, and 
the mob has complete possession of the city. 

A body of 160 discharged police went to 
the Queensiand emigration offices this after 
noon and inquired if 500 men could be taken 
to Queensland at once. 

The suburbs of Dublin will be guarded by 
constabulary, 250 of whom have been or- 
dered from the depot for that purpose. 

The gatesof Dublin Castle were locked at 
5o’clock this afternoon. They are double- 
guarded. 

Immense crowds are gathering in the 
streets, particularly in the vicinity of Dublin 
Castle. The excitement is increasing rapidly. 

Earl Spencer on leaving the vice-regal 
lodge under escort was loudly cheered. A 
number of dismissed Constables who left 
the castle yard shortly afterwards, also re- 
ceived a tremendous ovation. 

All the poliee have now strack except the 
officers and members of the detective force. 
The latter now number only:200. 

Four hundred men have been Sworn in 
here as special Constables. 

Ata hastily’summoned meeting this aft- 
ernoon, at which strong anti-Government 
speeches were delivered, the Lord, Mayor de- 
clared it his intention to issue the following 
proclamation : 

“ FeLLow-CiTizEns: A misunderstanding 
between the metropolitan police and the 
Government authorities has led to the with- 
drawal of alarge number of the police from 
the protection of the city.

THE WAR. 
AT THE FRONT. 

Pont Sarp, Sept. 1.—The transports from 
Alexandria with the Highland Brigade on 
board have arriyed here and proceeded down 
the canal, 

The English Admiralty owes the Suez 
Canal Company £72,000 for the transit of 
transports and men-of-war to date. 

Only slight skirmishes have taken place at 
the front during-the past few days. 

News received confirms the report that 
Arabi Pasha is withdrawing his troops to 
Tel-el-Kebir, leaving at Kafr-el-Dwar only 
those necessary to hold the position. 

IsMAILIA, Sept. L.—After the return of the 
Indian cavalry from its reconnoitering expe- 
dition yesterday morning the enemy’s caval- 
ry returned fhe visit by galloping and sur- 
veying Kassassin at a distance. 

Gen. Wolseley says: “ Nearly every one 
at the frontis under canvas, and those who 
are not ip tents are éheitered by the reeds of 
Indian;corn, which is plentiful at Kassassin.

After their first experience in Egypt, and 
after many sunstrokes, the British soldiers 
have become somewhat acclimated, and are 
settling down and becoming more comfort- 
able.

THE PRESIDENT’S TRIP. 
HIS VESSEL HARD AGROUND.

New York, Sept. 1.—The Times’ Newport 
special says:, The President’s trip to Provi- 
dence and Squantum had an unpleasant end- 
ing tonight. The Despatch left Providence 
at 8 o’elock with two Rhode Island pilots in 
charge of the vessel. The night was calm, 
but a thick fog hung over the river and bay.

The 
President later returned to the Dispatch, 
whieh will undoubtedly come off at high 
tide in the morning without injury.

SELECTING A QUARANTINE.STATION, 
Special Dispatch te The Chicago Tribune 
New York, Sept. 1.—In pursuance of a re- 
quest from the Treasury Department at 


Washington that Collector Robertson should ° 


eopfer with and assist the National Cattle 
Commission in procuring a suitable site on 
which to erect a cattle quarantine for the 
temporary accommodation of imported cat- 
tle, the commission, which is eomposed of 
Mr. Sanders of Chicago, Prof. James Law of 
the Cornell University, and Dr. Thayer, of 
whom the two latter are experienced veter- 
inary surgeons, met the Collector in his prt- 
vate office at the custom-house this morning, 
and after a short conference: started out to 
inspect the East and North River shores 
and select, if possible, a site for the proposed 
building. Before any definit arrangements 
are made the transportation companies will 


t be conterred with, as it is thought they will 


bear a portion, if not all, the expense. The 
objects are to keep each lot of cattle separate 
until examined and disposed of. It is prob- 
able that a site will be selected in the neigh- 
borhood of Harlem or Morrisania. 

The Commissioners, in company with the 
Collector, went down. the bay to Sandy tlook 
in a revenue cutter and did not return until 
late in the afternoon. At the custom-house it 
was Said that the commission would probably 
find the land at Sandy Hook unsuited for the 
site of a cattle-yard. Most of the private 
sites that have been offered are 
also declared as open to _ objections. 
The commission returned from Sandy 
Siook,. this evening, and reported that 
a desirable site for a station was to be had 
near Spermaceti Cave, but the distance of 
Sandy Hook from New York and the 
inconvenience to encountered in 
getting cattle there in stormy weather 
made that selection rather objectionable. 
Sandy Hook will be selected only in the 
event of uo better situation being obtainable. 
Tomorrow the commission will go to Wee- 
hawken to review the cattle-yards there, now 
in possession of the New York, Ontario & 
Western Railroad Company. TheWeehawken 
Yards will be selected if they can be obtained 
at suitable terms. There is one objection to 
the Weehawken Yards—they are adjoined 
by a district that is infected by 
cattle disease. Mr. James Law says: 
“But it looks’ absurd to quarantine 
against forgign cattle which have, been 
selected with great care for the purpose of 
improving American breeds and alloweda 
long voyage forincubation, and at the same 
time allow the purchase of home cattle in 
Eastern markets, and shipment of them 
without guarantee to any point west.”

RUSSIAN JEWS’ MARKET. 


Selling Goods in the Open Air—A Motley 
Gathering in the East Side Streets of 
New York. 

New York Tribune. 

A unique sight, among the many strange 
ones of this city, is the Russian-Jewish open- 
air market, or fair, which is held every week 
from ‘Thursday evening to Friday evening in 
that portion of the Tenth Ward which in- 
cludes, Hester street, between Essex and | 
Ludlow streets, and the two latter 
strects| as far as Canal street. This 
mart is of comparatively recent origin, 
dating from the adventin foree of the Rus- 
sian-Jéwish exiles, who seem by common 
conseut to have fixed upon this malodorous 
neighborhood, possibly drawn thither by the 
plentitude of Jewish names displayed on the 
signboards which afford the desired atmos- 
phere of fellowship. The unmistakable Semit- 
ic features encountered make a bewildering 
conglomeration ef parabolic curves. In al- 
most unbroken lines along the curbstones are 
rudely-constructed tables, or counters of 
rough boards and ends of packing-cases, on 
Which are displayed heaps of calicoes, cheap 
prints, Cotton handkerchiefs, and other odds 
and ends of haberdashery. On fixed stands 
outside of the stores are piled tinware, fish, 
meat, and vegetables, while rickety wagons, 
drawn by ** Gothic steeds,” and shakf hand- 
carts, propelled by swarthy and sweaty 
Muscovitish descendants of Shem, 
are laden with fruit, often far more 
fit for the compost-heap than for 
human consumption. Potatoes are the only 
attractive and healthy-looking edibles to be 
seen. ‘The stands are, for the most part, at- 
tended by women, in more or less Oriental 
freedom ot, or from, dress, the older woinen 
invariably wearing brown wigs. ‘This 
cirious custom is explained by the state- 
ment that in theirown country on marriage 
the women are compelled to cut off their 
hair, “to keep other men from falling in 
love with them,” apparently a work of su- 
pererogation. Itinerant clothiers, with their 
whole stock in trade over their shoulders or 
across their arms, wander from corner to 
corner, seeking whom they may “make a 
pew man of.”’ Half-clad children and youths 
with some pretension to “ style” in dress fill 
in the picture. 

The market is at its best, or worst, accord- 
ing to the view that way be taken of it, in the 
early morning of the second day; it is then 
most crowded, and locomotion is difficult. 
The “native” (Irish) population does not 
take kindly to these strangers from over the 
sea, and this is manifested in many ways. 
Numbers of belligerent women, designated 
by the policemen on the beat as 
“bums,” after earning a dime or two. in 
scrubbing or other menial employment, and 
exchanging their earnings for “ forty-rod 
hghtning,” applied JAnternally, occasionally 
take the war-path “aga‘nst the chiidren of 
Israel, and with a “sprig of shillelah”’ drive 
the timid tradesmen before them, until 
checked in their career of conquest and des- 
olation by the faithful guardians of the peace, 
who sometimes “run in” a dozen or so of 
these Amazons in the course of a day. 
“You can buy anything here, from a silk 
dress to an anchor,” said a policeman to a 
Tribune reporter who drifted through the re- 
gion, and paused to study its beauties.

The prices paid for some of the stands are 
remarkable. A peddler of tinware, for a 
small stand outside a liquor store at Hester 
and Ludlow streets, pays $40 per nionth. 
Another, a dealer in poultry and meat, fora 
basement room, five steps down from the 
sidewaik in an old frame house in Hester 
street, pays $65 per month. The old-clothes 
aealers probably have the easiest time. As 
the reporter passed, a Jew clad in 
a jumper was selecting a coat from a num- 
ber borne on the arm of a dealer. He finally 
took a light weight coat, which really fitted 
him, and by its newness threw his once 
light but now much variegated’ trousers 
into inharmonious relief. As he paid his 
$1.50 for it, to his wife’s suggestion that he 
“might have bought cheaper,” he replied 
with the air Of a man who appreciates 
his own worth. “I never vill buy for 
less,” and walked proudly off, feeling | 
several inehes taller. ‘The trade of this 
unique mart seems to be mostly among the 
Jewish’ classes, though occasignally the 
Philistines and Gentiles venture to buy 
there.

A FUGITIVE FROM JUSTICE. 


Flicht of Maj. Ellis P. Phipps, Superin<- 
tendent of the Philadelphia Alms- 
house—His Crooked Doings. 

Special Dispatch to Thé Chicago Tribune. 
Pur.apDeLpala, Pa., Sept. 1.—Maj. Ellis 

P. Phipps, Superintendent of the alms- 

house, whose term, in accordance with the 

resolution demanding his resignation, ex- 

pired at midnight yesterday, is already a 

fugitive from justice. ‘The investigation 

into abuses at this institutign, begun last fall, 
was left as a legacy to a reform City Council 
elected six months ago, which made much 
shorter work of it, and promptly ousted the 
old Board of Guardians, One of the first 
acts of the new board was to call for Maj, 

Phipps’ resignation, to take effect today, 

The investigation went on, but legal evi- 

dence was hard to get. The Committee 

of 100 did not tire, however, and late yester- 
day evening they hunted for Magistrate 

Lader and asked him to open court to hear 

an aflidavit of Mofris N. Matthéws that on 

or about the Ist day of January, 1882, at Phil- 
adelphia, and within nine months last past, 

Bilis P. Phipps did defraud the City of Phil- 

adeiphia of over $5,000; and further em- 

bezzled the money of the city, and conspired 
with divers persons unknown to defraud the 
city of a large sum of money, and 
that he hath obtained and hath as- 
sisted others to fraudulently and 
wrongfully obtain and keep the money of 
the city: further, that he had drawn false 
and fraudulent warranis for which no govods 
or value had been received. It is to be 
noted that Controller Pattison refused to 
sign these Warrants without vouchers until 
so instructed by the Councils of last year. 

Phipps found bail in the person of William 

Klwood Rowan, defeated ring candidate for 

Sheriff in 1876, and since then delegate to 

the Chicago and_ Harrisburg Conventions. 

This morning Phipps left home with 

his wite, and no one has seen him 

since. liis bail was forfeited this afternoon, 

Jobu Matthews, who was formerly in the 

employ of John Field, of the Comittee of 

Une’ Hundred, but left bim in 1876, de- 

clares that Maj. Phipps gave hima bill for 

$7,200 worth of goods, for which only about 
£50 worth of supplies had been actually 
furnished. ‘This transpired within the last 
week or two, and Maithews, fearing detec- 
tion,carried his informauon to the Committee 
of Une Hundred, who atonce began proceed- 
ings for procuring Maj, Phipps’ arrest. Mr. 

Field said further that it would 

be proven that this mode of 

depleting the almshuuse funds had been in 
operation for a number of years. Who 
shared in the spoils he could not say, and yet 

Matthews could not be found tonight, 

Phipps’ was a member of the Twelfth New 

Jersey regiment, and was discharged in 1564 

for wounds received at Spottsylvania Court- 

House.. He has been for teu years an active 

Republican politician and officeboider, and 

was universally popular.

Dr. Seott Arraigned and Held to 
Answer for His Part in the Bank- 
Bobbery—Ten Thousand Dollars of 
the Stolen Money and Two of the 
Persons implicated Siill Missing.

KEWANEE, Iil., Sept. 1.—‘Ihe excitement 

which has prevaired in our village for the 
past few weeks over the bank robbery and 
murder of Mr.. Copeland is unabated. The 
people who were tiring of it had their curi- 
osity excited again today over the pretimi- 
nary examination of Dr. Scott, of St. Louis, 
who arrived yesterday. Scott refused to 
squeal like his assotiates, and demanded an 
examination, and in order to procure évi- 
dence against him Pratt and Welch were 
brought from the County Jail in Cambridge 
last night, and, greatly to the discomfiture 
of Dr. Scott, appeared against him to- 
day. Scott was arraigned on a charge 
of being one ofa party with Pratt and Weich 
who swindled the First Natignal Bank of 
this place out of $1,100 abuuta year ago by 
means of checks to which Pratt forged the 
name of R. Sharp, a farmer near .Neponset, 
which were afterwards pass¢dd by Welch, 
under direction of Scott, he Being the man 
who did the planning, and fixed Welch in his 
office by giving him seme of his vid clothes 
aud bDiacking his fingers so he would resemble 
au honest granger, aud afterwards took his 
Share of the proceeds without doing 
any of the dangérous work. Pratt and 
Welch, who had hot séen each other since 
their arresi, testified to the same things in all 
material points, and clearly showed up Scott 
in a way which must have been very uncom- 
fortable for such a model of virtue as he has 
appeared. The prosecution of Scott was 
conducted by States-Attorney Gilchrist, as- 
sisted by Judge Wilson and J, K. Biish, and 
lie was ably defended by Mr, Eckles, of 
Princeton. He ottered no testi- 
mony in defense, and was placed under 
bonds of $5,000 by Judge Wvuod to 
appear at the Circuit Court, and 
uiay rest assured that the people are almost 
ubanimous in their verdict that he is not the 
Victim of a persecution at the hands of Pratt 
ana Welch that he would like to appear ww 
be, ‘The citizeus have been slow in realizing 
that they had such a hotbed of iniquity in 
their midst, but, how that some of weir fa- 
vorits have falieh, are determined to have 
the thing sifted tu the bottény and no mercy 
shown the guiity ones.

Great Opposition to the New 
Order of the Differen- 
tial Rates. 

The Scalpers Begin Cutting on 
New York Tickets Out of 
Revenge.

The Packers Preparing to Fight 
the Roads on the Load- 
ing Charges.

The Differential Rate Agreement—Tick- 
et Agents, Scaipers, and Steamship 
Agents Working to Break It Up. 

It is generally feared that the refusal of the 
Grand Trunk Railway to become a party to 
the differential rate agreement will make the 
new arrangement inetfective as far as this 
point is concerned. The new agreement was 
carried into effect yesterday by all the lines 
leading East from this city, except the Grand 
Trunk. The Michigan Oentral and Lake 
Shore in connection with the New York Cen 
tral charge $20 Chicago to New York, and- 
the same roads in connection with the Erie 
charge $18.30. The Fort Wayne in connec- 
tion with the Penn8yivania Railroad 
charges $20, and in connectio 
Erie, $18.50, The Baltimore & 
$18.50. None of these roads y a com- 
mission for the sale of tickets The Chicago 
& Grand Trunk, though not a party to the 
agreement, charges the differential rate of 
$18.50 and pays acommission to ticket agents 
beside. It is not positively known how 
much of a ¢ommissign the Grand Trunk 
pays. It is claimed that they are paying 
from $2 to $3 on each ticket. Thus the 
Grand Trunk has an advantage over the 
other roads of about $4 Some of the 
scaipers were selling tickets to New York 
yesterday over the Grand Trunk for $16.50 
first-class and $14.50 second-class. By doing 
this there remains but a smail margin it 
any to the scaipers. But it 1s stated 
that the scalpers have agreed to sell 
tickets over the Grand Trunk without profit, 
giving even the commission to the purchaser, 
because by this meaus they ex pect to be able 
to force so much business on the Grand 
Trunk as to compel some of the other lines 
to withdraw from the agreement. Some of 
the scaipers were selling tickets over the 
New York Central yesterday at $18.50, while 
the reguiar rate is $20. It is claimed that 
they are enabled to do this by using the 
coupons of St. Louis tickets. A first-class 
ticket from St. Louis over the best routes is 
$24.25. They take off the St. Louis and Chi- 
cago coupon, which they can svil 
for about $7, which leaves the price 
of the coupons from Chicago to New 
York $17.25, and they are therefore 
able to sell at $18.50 even if they get less than 
$7 for the St. Louis portion. The scalpers 
are sending this business over the New ork 
Central with the evident intention of cre- 
ating a suspicion that the Vanderbilt lines 
are not maintaining the hew agreement, and 
thus create trouble. The scalpers are ably 
seconded in their efforts to break up the new 
agreement, by some of the regular ticket 
agents of the roads, who do not like the idea 
of paren deprived of the large income they 
enjoyed from commissions, and who would 
be only too glad to see the old order of things 
reéstablished. The steamship agents, who 
have also made much money from the 
commission on tickets sold in connection 
with steamship orders are also determined to 
make all the trouble they can.. 

The steamship agents heid another meet- 
ing yesterday at the Tremont House, and 
they adopted a resolution to give all the busi- 
ness they could to the Grand Trunk,and this 
road was commended forthe independent 
stand it had taken. Although the new 
agreement went into operation only yester- 
day morning yet its effects became quite 
visible before business closed. The busivess 
of the Chicago & Grand Trunk was much 
larger than before, and it will no doubt have

such another rush as it had during the war ¢ 


last year, as all the scalpers, ticket agents, 
and steamship agents in forcing all the busi- 
ness they can over its line. The Pennsyl- 
vania, which is a great favorit with first- 
class travelers, held its own, but the business 
of the other lines fell off, and the Baltimore & 
Ohio hardly got anything, although it is al- 
lowed the differential rate of $18.50. 

When the New York, Chicago & St. Louis 
opens for passenger business, which will be 
about Oct. 1, matters are likely to become 
still more confused, as this road will be com- 
pelied to make extra concessions to secure a 
share of the traffic, and it will also be 
favored by the ticket agents, sealpers, and 
others interested in breaking up the new 
agreement. 

Although the agreement is generally con- 
ceded to be a good one by all disinterested 
parties, yet there seems to be but little pros- 
pect at present that it can be successfully 
carried out. It is the general opinion that 
no such agreement can be carried out as 
lung as the railroads are not united. Only 
by a combina.ion of ail the roads can such an 
arrangement be effective, and of this there is 
no prospect at present, 


The Packers and Shippers of Provisions 
atthis Point Mean to Force the Ralili- 
roads tv Terms by Giving Their Busi- 
ness to One Linc. 
lt is learned that the packers and provision 

shippers in this city do not mean to let the 

protest against the action of the railroads in 
this city in refusing to furnish men and pay 
for the loading of ears at the Union Stock- 

Yards and Chicago published in yesterday's 

TRIBUNE be the end of the matter. ‘They 

know full well that the railroads care but 

litile for protests of that kind, and that more 
decisive action is necessary to force the rail- 
roads to stop their discriminating policy 
against the business interests of this city. 
Although the packers and _ shippers 
will make the buyers pay for 
the loading of the cars hereafter, 
vet they feel that they will 
be the greatest sufferers, becanse buyers will 
try to get their goods at other points, where 
no such exactions are made by the railroads. 
The packers and shippers of provisions can- 
not bear the additional burden themselves, 
as they have been accustomed to sell their 
goods at very close margins in order to com- 
pete with the packers and shippers from 
other Western points, and to assume the ad- 
ditional charge themselves would leave them 
hardly any profit atall. ‘The provision busi- 
ness here has not been so dull for many 
years as at present, and jf the railroads are 
permitted to tack on bew charges continu- 
ally many of the houses will be compelled 
to close up, as buyers will not pur- 
chase their goods at the prevailing prices, 

The packers and shippers of provisions at 

this point are understood to have effected a 

combination by which they will be enabled 

to act concertedly against the railroads, It 
is claimed that they have agreed to give 
hereatter ajl their Southern business to only 
one of the lines, and thus inflict such dam- 
age upon the other lines that they will soon 
be compelled to make concessions if they 
mean to retain their business. They will 
pursue the same course in regard to the 
Eastern lines and give all the business toa 
line that heretofore has been getting but 
little of the provision business. The lines 
thus discriminated against, it is believed 
will soon go back to. the old way of 
doing the business, as they are not likely to 
allow their business to be carried over a 
competing line. Although there is an East- 
ern and Southern raiiroad pool, yet this will 
not prevent the shippers from hitting some 
of the roads in a sott spot by taking such ac- 
tion as siated above. The Southern pool 
does hot comprise all the lines leading from 
this city to the South. Neither the Wabash nor 
the Illinois Central is in the pool, and by giv- 
ing the business to either one of thege two 
lines the pooled lines will be made to squirm, 
Ihe Eastern “ee comprises all the Eastern 
roads frou) this city, but there is just as much 
cumpetition between them as if there was 
no such pool, as the business has never yet 
been divided. But even if it was the move 
of the shippers would prove effective. be- 
cause the business done by the ruads d ring 
the year will form the basis upon which to 
determine the next year’s percentage. The

The fact is, the State 
Board of Heaith is only known by what it man- 
ages to get into the néwspapers., lt bas done a 
little goud, but it could do a great deal more if 
its Secretary would infuse a little more energy 
into himself. The people pay for the State 
Board, and they havearightto its laborif it 
can give it, to prevent the spread of contagious 
diseases.

INLAND NAVIGATION. 


Important Meeting of the Tllinois and 
Mississippi River and Caaal Improve- 
ment Commission—Ceding the Illinois 
& Michigan Canal to the General Gov- 
ernment, 

Special Dispatch to The Chicaco Tribune. 
DAVENPORT, Ia., Sept. 1.—An important 
meeting of the Lliinois and Mississippi River 
and Canal Improvement Commission was 
held today at Kock Island. There were pres- 
ent President J. M. Allen, of Geneseo; Vice- 

President J. L. Camp, of Dixon; Secretary 

Edward Russell, of Davenport; Treasurer T.

A FISH-FIGHT. 


‘ gerrific Struggle Between Three Deep- 


sea Monsters and the Captain’s Vera- 
cious Explanation Therevf, 
San Francisco Call. 

We were swinging idly at aschor off Mahbu- 
kona, Island of Hawaii. Sudaenly the Captain 
jooked with increasing interest at the commo- 
tion in the water, and finally said. decidedly:

“fT am fully convinced,” said Mr. William 
S..Everett, a Kepublican candidate for Rep- 
resentative from the Third Senatorial Dis- 
trict, *“*that the criminal code should be 
amended in many particulars, and these not 
limited to matters of practice. I believe 
that radical changes should be made. 
The grand-jury system is one of the very 
ancient institutions that we have long since 
outgrown. It was enacted in the reign of 
Edward LIL, (A. D. 1368) that no man be put 
to answer without presentment before Jus- 
tices, etc. The first record we have that is 
official of a grand inquest occurs in the Liber 
Assisarum for the forty-second year of the 
reign of Edward II1., where we have the ac- 
cusation, présented by the Milites or Knights, 
who were appointed as official informers. 
These Knights looked up every rumor that 
came to their knowledge, and discovered, if 
possible, the person suspected of crime, 
whom they accused and presefhted for triai. 
From this ancient date the grand inquest has 
been a part Of the machinery of the English 
courts, and taken by us from them. The 
French courts adopted the same system in 
1791, but abdlished it as an entirely useless 
part of the machinery of courts for criminai 
trials in 1808 by the Code Napoleon. 
The German courts have never had 
the grand-jury system, nor anything 
that corresponds toit. The State of Michi- 
gan and oneor two other States of ou own 
country have abolished it, ana although this 
has been of compafatively recent date they 
find no occasion to return to it. 

* Cook County expends not less than $75,000 
a year in keeping up this grand inquest, 
without deriving any benefit from it what- 
ever. We havetwenty-three men summoned 
each term to ‘diligent inquiry and due pre- 
sentment niake,’ ete., and always charged 
and instructed by the court ‘not to entertain 
any charges made against a person unless 
the charges were first heard by a Justice of 
the Peace and the accused by him bound over 
to appear, etc., or unless made by the State’s- 
Attorney.’ At each preliminary examina- 
tion before the Justice of the Peace the evi- 
dence is heard, both on the part of the peo- 
ple and on part of the accused, when, after a 
full hearing, the accused is held for trial. 
Why should the grand jury hear only the 
peovle’s sitle of the casaain order to 
tind an indictment before the accused 
can be tried for the crime charged? 
I have known a few instances’where the 
grand jury has found a true bill againsta 
crimival and some one of the grand body 
sent wordta him of the fact. He at once 
brought to bear all the influence he could 
and had his case reconsidered and tne bill 
ignored. The grand jury has become the 
place of escape of criminals, as well as the 
place where they are presented for trial. 

“I believe we would meet the ends of justice 
better by abolishing the grand-jury system 
and by nav ite tne preliminary examination 
before the Justice reduced to writing, re- 
turned to the Criminal Court, and the crim- 
ingl tried on a statement or information 
drawn up by the State’s-Attorney. And this 
information should be open to amendment 
aemee the trial and at the close of the trial, 
if necessary to make it* conform to the evi- 
dence before the case. is submitted to the 
jury. This would prevent the acquittal 
of many notorious criminals who now 
go unvunished of aggravated crimes be- 
cause of technical faults in the indictment, 
of which they can avail themselves under 
our present |system. It is certainly not the 
policy of the law to allow criminals to escape 
on mere technicalities.” 

“What dod you say as to changes of 
venue ?”’ 

“I think the law at fault in this respect. I 
do not think it ought to be left entirely with 
the criminal) to decide this auestion. It is 
evident that the moreaggravated the offense, 
and the clearer the proof of his guilt, the 
more certain is he ask for a change of 
venue. I think the State’s-Attorney should 
be allowed to file counter-affidavits, and the 
matter be submitted to the discretion of the 
court.

“The lawin relation to contmuances ought 
tobe amended I see no reason why the rule 
in civil cases:shouldgnot be made applicable 
in criminal cases. The matters in issue are 
often quite aS important, and the rule nas 
been tested by years of experience without 
any solid objection. This rule applied, much 
expense would be saved, and the trials had 
more speedily, which weuld be of advantage 
to both the people and the accused.” 

“Are you of opinion that jurors im crim- 
inal cases should be judges of the law as well 
as of the facts ?”’ 

“Lam not. I believe the jury should 
receive ahd act on the law 
as given them by the court. They 
should be sole judges of the facts. Itis not 
reasonable to suppose that jurors are as weld 
qualified to «lecide the law as the court. 
This is ina great measure the province of 
the court, and I do not believe that anything 
would be gained by invading it. Our Judges 
are now and have been fair and competent 
men, andl khow of nothing to complain of 
in this regard. Asa general thing they give 
the law correctly. I amin favor of written 
declarations |of law, or instrnetions being 
presented by/the counsel in the case: but 
these instructions to be given or refused by 
the court, and at the close of the argument 
to be read by the court and handed to the 
i ty to guide them in considering their ver- 
aict. 

“ Do you think bail ought to be granted to

“I think net. I have never known of an 
innocent person being convicted, and'as im- 
prisonment i the penalty for crime there 
ought to be no relief after conviction.”

The 
Supreme Court, as now administed in crim- 
inal cases, seems almost a court of pardon 
as the people cannot be heard, and repeated 
grants of time preclude the arrival of the 
day of punishment. [| am inclined to the 
old-fashioned idea that the public—the peo- 
ple—have rights as sacred and deserving of 
protection as the evil-doers, and errors 
should.be in the people’s favor, where 
there is the element of duubt or uncértainty. 

“J am nat a lawyer, and my opinions may 
be of lfftle weight in this matter, but it 

@eems clear to my mind, with my present in- 

formation and thought on the subject, that 
affidavits” alleging newly-discovered  evi- 
@erce should be traversed, to the ehd that 
its new features, if any, may be seen by the 
attorney of the people, as there may be in 
the evidence nothing but what the State 
would grant, and could in its influence have 
no new etfecton the case and accomplish 
nothing but delay. My whole idea in this 
matter, as | have stated, is that punishment 
or acquittal should be switt and certain. The 
innocent should not be neglected by delay 
and the guilty should not be acquittec 
through neglect, by tirmmg out of the law and 
wearying justice. And I would like to add 
one thing more, and that is, that the criminal 
law ought to be so constituted that it would 
catch the thieves and robbers on the Board 
of Trade, who, by the manipulation of so- 
called corners, create fictitious ices and 
upset the whole current of busin and do 
irreparable injury to the country and its

EK. D. Cooke. 

Mr. E, D. Cooke, who has been prominently 
mentioned as a Republican candidate for 
Representative from the Sixth Senatorial 
District, expressed his views as follows: 

All, or peasy all the reforms ana changes 
in our criminal laws, suggested, and so ably 
urged by Tue TRIBUNE, ought, in my 
opinion, to be adopted. A change of venue 
on the ground of prejudice is a farce in such 
a county as this. In smali counties of a few 
thousand people, such preieets might oc- 
casionally exist as to preclude a fair jury being 
obtained. An unprejudiced jury can always 
be got here, LIthink. But in all cases let the 
Judge pass on the application as a matter 
of dloctetion. A petition duly verified set- 
ting up the grounds ofthe belief that preju- 
dice exists ought to be sufficient to be passed 
upon without affidavits pro or con. My judg- 
ment is that the Supreme Court ought to pass 
on the whole record to ascertain what points 
of law are involved, and whether the verdict 
is sustained by evidence. ‘The weight of the 
evidence should be, and is now, left with the 
jury. Amendments of indictments should 
be allowed on the same terms asin other 
cases of amendments of pleadings. Where it 
is a matter of substance, and where forcing a 
trial would be oppressive, let a continuance 
be granted in the court’s diseretion after an 
amendment. Limit the number of amend- 
ments to two or three. The court should 
judge of the law, and should instruct the 
jury in writing, except where written in- 
structions are waived. ‘The right to appeal, 
and writs of supersedeas, ought to be pretty 
freely granted. No bail ought to be taken 
in murder, Tape, robbery, or arson cases. 
Releases ought in such cases to be granted 
only by habeas corpus or acquittal. Speedy 
trials should be the rule. 

The administration of justice is undoubted- 
ly too lax. A criminal prosecution does not 
mean all it should. It ought to be regarded a 
most serious, if not an awful, affair to be in 
the grip of the law charged with crime; and 
jurors and courts should be made to feel the 
weight of public sentiment on the subject, 
giving them a deep and abiding semse of re- 
sponsibility to the community as well as to 
the accused in their investigations. There 
seems to be too much good-fellowship and 
far too much of practical litices mingled 
with the administration of criminal Jaw. An 
atmosphere of genetal friendliness toward 
an alleged criminal, or his attorney, or fam- 
ily, is too often allowed to creep into the 
case, alid a disposition to “ let the poor devil 
go” too frequently and easily gets the upper 
hand of the juries and the courts. 

Where the Judges and officers of the court 
are appointed by the Executive there is not 
so much jaxity in administering the crim- 
inal laws. nder an elective system, the 
temper of those conduct courts must of 
necessity tend to greater Jeniency. A com-

In the Federal 
courts the criminal p are more 
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vigorous and relentless, so far as

M in the Federal courts that could not

not follow a mere enactment. Now, as a rule, 
people do not appreciate what a crime reall 
is—the public opinion of it is too vague. 
murderer, robber, or thief should stand very 
little chance of escaping punishment. Jus- 
tice, without Being crue! or persecuting, 
ought to be stern and relentless, and the peo- 
ple—Judges and juries—ought to be im- 
pressed with the necessity of its being so en- 
forced in the courts, If a deep sense of the 
necessity of meting out pitiless justice in all 
cases of clear guilt pervaded the community 
the courts and the juries would bow to it 
very quickly. The French system of prelim- 
inary judges d’instruction suits my idea. An 
officer ot high probity, judgment, and expe- 
rience is apvointed to take the statements in 
writing, privately and on oath, of those who 
can give testimony pro or con bearing on 
crimes committed. This inquiry is carried 
on without the knowledge of “the accused 
(unless he has been arrested) until a case is 
made up. If sufficiently strong he is arrest- 
ed ana put to his defense—almost ‘suin- 
marily., Plenty of time and great 
skill and experience are employed 
in collecting and sifting the evidence. 
In this way thereis no prosecution unless 
the case is almost a sure one. It is thor- 
oughly jand patiently sifted and dropped, 
unless guilt ls very clear and well proven. 
W hen a prosecution is ordered, conviction is 
almost sure to follow. But this is the sys- 
tein which grows out of a strong central 
Government, where the individual citizen 
has little political power and cannot in any 
sense influence or overawe justice. It will 
be strange, however, if the administration of 
criminal law in France does not become less 
stringent, consequent upon the introduction 
of the ballot and greater personal liberty 
under the Republic. In this country, those 
connected with the courts are too much en- 
gaged in politics or dependent upon the vi- 
cissitudes of politics. Seriously punishing 
a voter is of course distasteful té a politician. 
At ony vate; his action is likely to be some- 
what influenced by the numerous friends of 
the accused, who hope thathe may “* get off 
this time.” In short, the trial is too easily 
reduced from a eareey to a farce under the 
general pressure all along the line which a 
skillful criminal lawyer knows ali about. A 
owerful a peal is made to pure sympathy. 
-revious character is too much dwelt on. 
Speeches are too long. -The jury is flattered 
and cajolied. Trials are too public. Too 
mony mere spectators are allowed. All this 
is clearly wrong. This laxity which per- 
tains generally needs to be replaced by a 
sterner sense of justice.

Austin 0. Sexton. 

Mr. Austin O. Sexton, a member of the 
House during the last three General Assem- 
blies, will in all probability be the Demo- 
cratic nominee for minority Representative 
in the Sixth District. Mr. Sexton, who took 
a prominent part in the extra sessionin favor 
of reforming the criminal code, and did what 
a majority of his Democratic brethren re- 
fused to do—voted for a cemmission to re- 
vise the same—is still in favor of amending 
the criminal laws of the State, although, as 
will be seen, he has his own ideas as to how 
they should be amended.

Mothers-in-Law in India. 
London Telegraph. 

That the youthful wife or wives of the bud- 
ding Hindoo are very much under the personal 
urisdiction of their mother-in-law bas alwsys 
n regarded as a peculiar fact in India 
sociology; but the appalling consequences 
which result from this arrangemeat bave rarely 
been brought to light in so forcible a manner 
as in a case of female suicide which has recently 
been the subject of inquiry in Bombay. It was 
roved that the girl, almosta child in age, who 
had committed the dread act of self-destruc- 
tion, had been driven to-it by the presistent 
persecution which she bad undergone at the 
ruthiess hands of ber busband’s wother ever 
since her marriage. In directipg the jury, the 
Coroner stated the remarkable fact that by far 
the largest number of female Hindoo suicides 
are those of women between the ages of 12 and 
20: and itis beyond question that the cause which 
impels these hapiess maidens to put an end to 
their existence, just when at an age to reap 
most enjoyment from it, is in nearly every case 
the orgun despotism of the mother-in-law 
in the interior of the zenana. How this state of 
affairs is to be remedied it is difficult to sée, 
alibough in the instance referred to the Coro- 
ner deciared the need of a complete change in 
Hindoo social habits. The only change which 
would be effectual is for the young Hindoo 
notto bring his wife home to the paternal 
but ha set up bouse for —_ with 
partoer, according uropean 
custom. This. however, would be such a com- 

plete revolution in native 
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LITERATURE.( 
“Nataral Heligion,” by the Author of 
“* Eeee Homo,” 


Prof. J. R. Seeley, of England, some years 
ago published anonymously a volume en- 
titled “Ecce Homo.” That little work, 
which was marked by eminent ability, gave 
rise to many inquiries respecting the writer, 
and occasioned noJittle controversy in re- 
gard to the merits of the treatisé.. Some con- 
sidered it a prelude to another work that 
would more clearly develop the orthodoxy of 
the writer; while others thought they found 
in it the seeds of a serious departure from 
the Christian faith, and expected something 
further from the same pem that woul con- 
firm their fears. Prof. Seeley has now pub- 
lished another volume, republished by 
Roberts Bros., of Boston, which  sur- 
prises all parties by the boldness of 
its positions. The title is “ Natural 
Religion.” It is dividedinto two parts, each 
consisting of five chapters. The first part 
discusses; Godin Nature; The Abuse of 
the Word “Atheism”; The Words “ Theol- 
ogy” and “ Religion”; Three Kinds of Re- 
ligion; and Natural Religion in Practice. 
The topies of the second part are: Religion 
and the Worid; Religion and Culture; Nat- 
ural Christianity; Natural Religion and the 
State; and Natural Religion and the Church. 

The author deems ita matter of compara- 
tive indifference whether we say that. God is 
the intelligent, feeling, ana choosing First 
Cause of Nature, or that Natureis God. In 
either case we havea God, And therefore 
he regards bo man as an Atheist who be- 
lieves in the immutable laws of Nature. Be- 
lievers in a miraculous or supernatural reve- 
lation and a personal God are Theists: and 
so are Pantheists, and all eee Atheists 
who recegnize the supreme forces of Nature 
and endeavor to obey natural laws, Theists. 
Uu the basis of such definitions he very con- 
sistently holds that there is atrue theology 
of Nature even where nothing but uncon- 
scious Nature is regarded as supreme. Re- 
ligion is distinguished from Theology merely 
as the imaginative and the emotional from the 
scientific aspects of the same thing. In re- 
spect to differént kinds of religion, he mgin- 
tains that the natural and the supernatural 
types are fugdamentally one; that, if the 
miraculous and the supérnatural!l should dis- 
appear, and with them the idea of an intelli- 
gent First Cause, there would still remain a 
grand Universe te awaken feelmgs of awe 
and reverence, if not of love. But just here 
he seems to be half-corscious that his re- 
ligion of Nature is not capable of command- 
ing all the taculties and capacities of the hu- 
man soul, inasmuch as it makes no adequate 
provision tor the emotional part of man’s 
spiritual being. Again and again he ac- 
knowledges t supernatural religion and 
the religion which he calls natural are ap- 
parently very wide apart: and he ey not 
seem to show where the bridge is ean 
span the chasm between them. As to the 
practice of natural religion, Prof. Seeley sees 
a devout worship of Nature springing up 
where there is no faith in a marestent Gell 
‘This he makes plausible by his definition of 
worship, which he identifies with admiration 
ard awe, 

In the second part of his book the Pro- 
fessor considers thé te of natural 
religion in practical life. He views Chris 
tianity as an improvement on Heathenism, 
and modern culture and selence as a new and 
needful element in the elevation of Chris- 
tiagity to its destined level as a really broad, 
world-wide religion. As tothe idea of a 
future life, he says: “It is one which we 
ourselvesread into the Bible.’’ On the whole, 
the New Testament, as well as*the Old, looks 
to the future of man in this world, and not 
to a life of individuals after death. 

After presenting these radical views, the 
Professor goes on to discuss natural Chris- 
tianity, and the relations of religion to the 
State and then to the Church. He thinks that 
the decline of supernatural reiigion will 
make necessary the establishment of a State 
religion in which the laws of Nature shall be 
scientifically taught under State direction. 
Then the Church must be based on such 
broad ground that it will become modern 
science organized, but having no creed ex- 
cept the doctrine of reverence for Humanity 
and the admiration of Nature. 

As a whole, this scheme of Prof. Seeley 
seems to be a sort of supplement to the Posi- 
, tivism of Comte and the undefined religion 

of Matthew Arnold, who holds that the Bible 
does not necessarily teach the doctrine of a 
personal God, while it does teach that there 


»}is “asomething not ourselves that wakes 


for righteousness.”” It remains to be seen 
how widely this new phase of unbelief will 
b@accepted, and how much power it will ex- 
ert for ae or evil among those who receive 
it. At length we shall have every conceiy- 
able substitute for the Christianity of the 
Scriptures, with its few defenders, as in the 
cases of Arnold and Seeley. Possibly the 
next question will be, whether or not the old 
wine is better. R. W. P. 


*A Collection of Thoughts; or, A Key to 
Scripture.” 

The author of anew volume bearing the 
above title, and just published in Chicago, is 
J. L. Stone, of Chicago. The volume con- 
tains 477 octavo pages. It purports to be 
“an explanation of the Old and New Testa- 
ments according to reason, Nature, and ex« 
isting facts, dispensing with miracles, mys- 
tery, and blind faith—uniting the Qld and 
New Testaments without abrogating any- 
thing from them--a reply to Robert G. 
Ingersoll, Bishop Colenso, Paine’s Age of 
Reason, and a refutation of Prof, Smith’s 
twelve lectures apout the Pentateuch.” This 
is a large undertaking for a volume of 
moderate size. Theauthor has givenus a 
singular mixture of criticisms and allegories. 
There are many things in the book that de- 
serve commendation, and many things that 
will not be accepted by the great body of be- 
liévers in the Bible. The writer says many 
sharp things in his replies to Inger- 
soll, Colenso, Paine, and Smith. For 
this reason the volume ts worth reading. 
Wédo not fancy the author’s treatment of 
opponents. He often calls Col. Ingersoll 
** Bob.”” He styles Bishop Colenso “* the iin- 
pious Bishop.” And he quotes the proverb 
* Even a fool, if he keeps still, is considered 
wise,” aud says “ this represents him [Smith] 
tov:plainty.” 

Many of the writer’s criticisms will be dis- 
puted, although he tells us that * he is one 
of Abraham’s sheep,’”’ and that he under- 
stands the Hlebrew language. We give the 
following as a sample of his skill in Biblical 
exegesis: “And Balaam rose up in the 
morning, saddied his ass, and went with the 
Prinees of Moab. And God’s anger was 
kindled because he went, and the Angel of 
the Lord stood in his way for an adversary 
against him, and he was riding upon his ass, 
and his two servants with him.” Comment: 
* The word * ass’ is translated from the He- 
brew word ‘h-m-r,’ pronounced *Cha- 
mouce’; and the same three consonants are 
used for the word ‘eclay,’ pronounced 
‘chomer’; and the same word d iguates the 
body, which is clay, as well as the materials 
ot which a thing is made. The ass that Ba- 
laam. saddled was his own heart, or will, 
which comes from the clay. That is, he re 
solved to carry out the dictates of his heart. 
. « « They believed he would certain- 
ly curse that people, and he went with them 
in the same belief; and that belief came from 
the dictates of his heart—the ass that he rode 
upon; and that ass nobody else but himseif 
could saddie for him to ride; and being that 
the heart made him go, as if it carfied him, 
it says that he rode upon it.” There are no 
difticulties which the skill of this exegete 
cannot easily overcome. 

Mr. Stone sees no occasion for sects. Why 
should re be with the guidance of his 
powers of exposition, which ought suffice 
to harmonize all differences all 
sects into one fold? And his explanations of 
hard passages should be enough to remove 
all the objections of Ingersoll, Paine, a

THE SALT LAKE VALLEY. 


Its Topography, Geology, Ete. 

Following is a paper read before the Amer- 
ioan Association for the Advancement of Scl- 
ence, at Montreal, on Thursday, Aug. 24, by 
the Hon. William Bross: , 

The Territory of Utah is situated midway be- 
tween the Kocky ana the Sierra Nevada Mount- 
ains. In extentit is about 3) miles long north 
and south by some 300 miles eust and west. The 
Salt Lake Valley proptr,.extendiNg from the 
north bend of the Sevier River to that of the 
Bear, in Southern Idaho, is about 200 miles long, 
and the width between the watersheds east and 
west is nearly the same, On the east and south- 
east sides of the Wasatch and Uintah Mountains 
the waters are draigned, by the Green and the 
Colorado Rivers with their branches, into the 
Gulf of California, Between thagWasateh and 
the Sierra Nevada Ranges (a distance of about 
500 miles) all the streams and Pivers fall into the 
Great Saitand other lakes, or into what are 
called sinks, from which their waters gre evap- 
orated and carried off by the winds of heaven. 

Confining ourselves to the Valley of Great 
Sait Lake—the lake itself being in round num- 
bers about 100 miles long by fifty broad—three 
considerabie rivers enter it: The Jordan from 
the south, and the Webber and the Bear from 
the cast. Both of the latter drain the north 
side of the Uintah and the east side of the Wa- 
satch Range. After flowing north for a long 
distance they turn west, and the Webber breaks 
through a spur of it, while the Bear doubles the 
pets end of it, and both fall into the Great Salt 

e. 


but 


The lake is about 4,200 feet above the 
sea-level. Its waters are saidto be four times 
as salt as those of the ocean. Only a few of the 
lower forms of life caniive in it, and it is 60 
devse—or, if you please, its specific gravity is so 
great—that it is difficult for a man to swim in it 
unless upon one’s back, for otherwise it will tip 
bis face haif under, filling the eyes and nose 
witha very biting brine, to the great discom- 
fort of the swimmer. When the storms 
prevail and the snows melt upon § the 
mountains, early ia the season, the lake 
rises, perbaps from four wo six 
feet; and the warm, often hot, suns of summer 
—itseidom if ever then rains there—evaporate it 
down to about its former level. As a conse- 
quence, where the water is shallow, along the 
the shores, the salt is depositell upon the bot- 
tom. The people rake it up, = it, and then 
cart it about the country for estic use. AS 
a whole, the lake bas of late Fears risen gon- 
siderably. Gen. Dodge told me that, when he 
made the first survey for the Pacific Railway, 
be ran his line across Bear River Bay, expect- 
ing to carry the road across on piles; but, when 
he built it, ten years later, the lake had ri: 
some twelve feet, and he was obliged to buil@it 
over Promontory Pojat, forcing an ascent 7 
feet,and makinga looger and much more ex- 
pensive line. 

In round numbers, the thousand miles of 
country between the Rocky and, the Sierra 
Nevada Mountains and the Color Rivesoa 
the south and the. Uolumbiaon the north, are 
80 destitute of moisture that it is con- 
demned mainiy .to the production of 
sage-brush and buneh-grass. The principal 
exception to this sterility is tne 
Valley of Sait Lake anda few other districts; 
and these were aiso covered with sage-brush 
and bunch-grass till the streams were utilized 
by irrigation, and thus the lands were made 
productive. Some of them yieid very large 
crops. Brigham Young told the Colfax party 
in 1885, that he had harvested ninety bushels of 
wheat from an acre. [tis not difficult to ‘ac- 
count for the dryvess of the atmosphere in ail 
the central valleys of the continent. The Sierra 
Nevada Mountains area vast range to the west 
and southwest, trom 8,000 to 15,000 feet high: and 
bence the vapor-laden winds from the Pacific 
Ocean are wrung 80 nearly dry ia passing over 
them t they tloaten freely over the lower 
ranges in their jourvey eastward till they strike 
the Wasatch and the Uintah Ranges. Their 
Summits are about as high as those of the 
Sierras, and hence they ciaim their tribute 
of snow and rain, and from these winds 
the three principal rivers and all the 
streams of the Salt i.ake basin de- 
rive their waters. Hence by irrigation 
the increasing population and the growin 
wealth and importance of the Territory o 
Utah. Itis aaded in passing thatto its situa- 
tion among the mountains—the valicy itself 
being three-fourths of a mile,and much of it 
more than that, above the sea—its fertile soil 
and its clear, dry, bracing atmosphere is due tbe 
fact thatit has become one of the most pro- 
ductive, healthy, and beautiful sections of the 
entire Union. It i¢ also su sted that tne 
waters of this ¢ valley forma river and 
ocean system in mini&@ture,in which the plant- 
ing of migratory ocean fish—such as salmon, 
» shad, rock-fish, and others—would prove a suc- 
cess. O their find- 
ing appropriate food, end not venturt out in 
the lake too far from the mouths of rivers; 
but the experiment, both in a scientific and a 
economical point of view, should be tried by 
those most interested ig its success.* @ 

On the west side of SaltsLake there are sev- 
eral spurs of mountains. A line drawn wee 
ward trom Utah lake to Virginia City, Nev., 
would cross thirteen low ranges. The nearest 
west is called the Cedar Mountain; and still far- 
ther west are the Toano Mountains, in which the 
Humboldt River has its origin. Its general 
course is westward, with mountains most of the 
way on each side for 400 or 500 miles. Along this 
stream the Pacific Railway is located. Hast of 
the lake is the great Wasatch Range, trending 
generally to the north by a few points weet. Its 
summits are from 6,000 to 8,000 feet abo the 
lake, making them from 10,000 to LW, feet 
above the sea. Itextends from the southern 
part of the Territory for several bundred miles, 
till it is doubled by the north bend of the Bear 
River. Through a leading spur of the 
Wasatch, east of Ogden, the ebber River 
finds its way to the lake in a splendid

The Tomato Business in Southern Illi- 
noin. 
' To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune. 

CoBDvEN, LIL, Aug. 31.—The leading facts 
connected with the culture and production 
of so popular a vegetable as the tomato ata 
point which for several years past has 
grown and shipped it in larger quantities 
than any other place in the United States 
will doubiless be of interest to many of your 
readers, 

The first shipments to Chicago from this 
section of the State were made in 1859 by 
Messrs. G. H. Baker, D. Gow, and Capt. 
Henry Ede, whostill rank high as Cobden 
tomato-growers. One of these gentiemen 
informs me_that they three alone were at 
that time weiPable to supply your city with 
all it could cépsume at fair prices, frong less 
than 10,000 pKints. 

The present season there are 220 growers, 
cultivating 500 acres set with nearly 1,00 0,000 
plants, from which 225,000 third-bushel boxes 
havebeen gathered,and probably not less than 
50,000 more have been allowed to rot in the 
field on account of the depressed condition 
of our markets. Our tomatoes are sold and 
eaten with relish as far gast as Western New 
York, west to Colorado, and north to Canada 
and Dakota. 

The first step in the production of the 
tomato is the constructiowof the hot-bed in 
which the young plants pass the first six or 
eight weeks of their existehce at a tempera- 

tur of about 70 degrees, the seed being sown 
from the Ist to the 15th of February. The

By this method 
nearly every article grown here is delivered 
in much better condition several hours 
earlier and for nearly 50 per cent less freight 
than if handled by and shipped through the 
railroad company. 
The tomato season culminated on the 29th 
of July, when there were loaded for Chicago 
and other points over 22,000 boxes, rather 
more than twenty-two cars. For a week 
previous the consignments had. been enor- 
mous and prices ruinously low, otherwise the 
maximum shipments would ‘have reached 
twenty-eight or thirty cars. ‘For a week 
previous andfora Week after our growers 
were shipp at a net loss, which may be 
reasonably estimated at $1,000 per day, anx- 
iously hoping fora rally in the market. It is 
believed at least one-third of the grow- 
ers of this vegetabie have, taking the season 
through, lost money, and many declare in 
terms more forcible than elegant that this 
is the last year they will raise tomatoes. 

Old xrowers are seriously contemplating 
shipping in refrigerator cars to Bostou, New 
York and Philadelphia. 

While Cobden has no competition worthy 
of note in tomato growtng,. considerable 
quantities are shipped to Chicago a month 
before those here ripen from New Orleans 
and Mobile, and smaller amounts as the sea- 
son advances from (© rystal Springs and Mad- 
ison, Miss., Bartlett*"and Gadsden, Tenn., 
Villa Ridge, Anna, and Makanda, ul. 

Alton, in this State, which ten or twelve 
years 0 shipped more tomatos than Cob- 
den, has been entirely crowded out by the 
latter, Frep E. PREBLEsS. | 


The Short-Horn at the Pall. 
The question, Which is the best dairy cow, 
is as far from being answered as ever. 


| Many farmers and fanciers favor the Jersey, 


while the Holsteins, Guernseys, and Ayr- 
shires have enthusiastic admirers. In certain 
localities in America the Short-Horn is 
looked upon as being as good as the best for 
@airy purposes, and the following extract 
from an English contemporary indicates that 
the Short-Horn family are properly appre- 
ciated in thejrown country as dairy cattle: 

“A number of gentlemen interested inagri- 
culture visited the farms of the Short-Horn 
Dairy Company near Brentwood. The party 
was under the guidance of the Earl of Dun- 
more (Chairman of the company) and Mr. 
Collinson Hall (Managing Director), and 
were Shown the workings of the system un- 
os which the cattle (which are all Short- 

orns) are all stall-fed on the produce of the 
farms wixed with a proportion of foreign 
food, for the most part half-malted. The cat- 
tle are housed in concrete-built sheds with 
mangers, always kept clean, above which 
flows a constant stream of pure water, so 
that the animals can drink. whenever they 
wish from a clear stream. When the com- 
pany acquired the business they took 470 

ad of cattle. The stock haa increaséd in 
less than eighte®n months to 1,120 head of 
cattle. The Coimpany is now farming 2.200 
acres of land, and has besides the cattle 500 
Southdown sheep and 400 pigs. They send 
to London 160,000 quarts of milk weekly.”’ 

E. H. Calkins says on this subject: : “Al- 
ready the demand for avhat may de techni- 

cally termed ‘dairy cows,’ whose progeny 
at the same time shall be such as to fill the 
demand for beef stock, is the most urgent 
one existing among advanced agriculturists. 
The attainment of this desired result can 
only be reached by an earnest endeavor on 
the part of breeders in that direction, and 
must be slow to appear. To the writer this 
seems to be the most desirable field now 
ready for the breeders to occupy. When 
Short-Horn breeders shall fake the same 
pride in the performances o eir favorits 
at the milking-pail as the breeders of Jerseys 
and Holsteins now do, and work as hard to 
reach such results, but little doubt exists 
that their labers will be crowned with the 
production of the large, well-developed dairy 
cow, whose offspring will be equally famous 
for lifting the beam at a heavy weight when 
matured for the market.?’ 

The Hon, George B, Loring, in an article 
on dairy farming in the National, Farmer, 
says: 

It would seem, thérefore, that in rear ant- 
mais for the dairy care should be taken t the 
young are not so fed as to develop a tendeticy to 
great size either in frame or fn adipose tissue, 
Or 60 as to establish in the end a race which has 
every faculty except that of producing milk. 1 
would not advocate a deficiency of food for 
young dairy stock, but [ would argue wgainet an 
excess of articles ofa highly stimiulating‘quality. 
The pian of the Scotch farmer is undoubtedly a 
good one—to take their calves early from the 
dam, feed them from the disk, and bring them 
to solid food or pasture as soun a8 the condition 
ofthe young stomach will allow. Instead of 
linseed-mesg! they use a great quantitpof oat- 
meal—an article of food much less pr posing 
to fat and Keeping up a vigorous growth. We 
have in this country a good quality of hay, 
everywhere a basis of feeding: and after the 
caif is weaned, or after she has had miik enough 
to give her a fair introduction into life. 
hay gin the form of hay-tea, and afterward of 
rowen, is undoubtedly the best tood the animal 
can bave, especially when aided by afew roots, 
such as turnips or carrots. In such cases’ milk 
is abundant atavery early age, and skimmed 
milk is advantageously used as a subsitute. 1 
should not recommend tne use of graip, es- 
pecially that containing a superabundance of 
oily matter, as Indian corn, and linseed for 
youog dairy stock, or even tor dairy cows when 
in the flush of milk. Perhaps cornmeal, 
sparingly, or bariey, or oatmeal may be used in 
winter should the animal seem not to thrive 
well. But a calf that is properly weaned and 
properly fed after weaning, and furnished with 
a good pasture, will be carried through the first 
winter most satisfactorily on good, sweet, bay, 
especially rowen, with roots. In this way can a 
uniform and well-balanced animalgpe produced, 
which, when put to dairy service, will not be- 
come coarse and raw-boned in appearance, nor 
take on flesh at the expense of the milk-pail. 


Chicago Enterprise tn Nebraska, 

Mr. T. W. Harvey, the well-known Chica- 
go lumberman, is fitting up a stock farm 
near Dunbar, Neb., called the “Turlington 
Stock-Farm,”’ which promises to be second 
to none west of the Missouri River. The 
Sbort-Horn herd is headed by the 33d Duke 
of Airdrie of the Bates Duchess tribe. A 
Holstein herd, selected for thes milk, and a 
Polled Angus, imported via Quuebec, have 
been secured Yor the farm; also a flock of 
Southdown sheep—a ram and ten ewes— 
from the flocks of the Prince of Wales and 
Lord Walsingham. Mr. Harvey has selected 
the stock, purchased the farm, and begun 
the erection of extensive buildings, all within 
the past two mouths. 


Winter Apples—Causes,of the Failure 
of the Crop. 

Michigan fruit-crop reports for August 
compiled by Mr. Garfield, say: There are 
many theories concerning the cause of fail- 
ure in apples. It is laid to the east winds, 
frosts, moist weather at time of blossoming, 
ete. The most common explanation seems 
to be that the continuous frosts through May 
weakened the vitality of the young fruit so 


that it dropped through June. The varieties 
that have as yet hung on the trees best are 
Baldwin and Golden Russet. Fall apples 
seem to be almost a dead failure. The 
Northern Spy, which is a great favorit in 
our State, will be represented by very small 
quantities in the fruit cellars next winter.

AN INDIAN BUFFALO HUNT. 


Exciting Sport in Battiine with a 
Great Fiying Herd—Wild Men, Wild 
Horses, and;Wiid Buffaloes in a Great 
Rushing Mass—Dangers of the Chase 
—~Ponies That Are Trained Hunters. 

New York Sun. 

Fort Benton, Aug. 15.—News had been re- 
ceived that a herd of buffaloes were coming from 
the north, and inan hour thé hunting bucks of 
the Assiniboin noite ADH Fe ready. Stripped to the 
breech clout, pain picturesquely and horri- 
biy for the huat, monnted on traveling cayuses 
and leading buifalo ponies, the bucks took upa 
line of march along the west baok of Wolf 
Creek, and then turning to the northwest 
plunwed across the prairie at a smart lope, with 
the intention of getting it the rear of the game. 
From Yellow Butte the buffaloes were first 
sighted, moving in six or eight parallel lines, 
and so rapidly as to indicate the existeace of an 
enemy in the north. 

“ Must be Blackfeet or balf-breeds !’" muttered 
Tom Henderson, the agent, who accompanied 
the hunters to see and share the fuo. “If weall 
fajl in together somebody’ ll get burt.” 

The course was pow due west, the Indians si- 
lent, and the only noise the beating of boofs and 
the heavy breathing of horses. The dip into the 
valley took the party out of sight of the chase 
for an hour, but as they rounded througbd Silver 
Creek Pass the vast herd was again in view, and 
the terribie race began. ‘The cayuses were set 
ut liberty and left to follow the ‘buffalo ponies, 
which were now pressed into the service. No 
bridies, and not much saddle, only a little beaded 
pad, with short leathers and st ae that just 
udmitted the toes. Trained to business, 
each pony knew what was dh. of bim, and 
burst out upon the prairie at a bot run, encour- 
aged by the voice end hand of his rider. 

‘Press your knees ciose, and he'll take care 
of bimseif and you too!” shouted Tom Hender- 
son, and then a new life commenced. The plain 
tiew backward under the nies’ hoofs like the 
belt on a driving-wheel, The sky turned red, 
and the wind cut like needie points. Down 
upon the flank of the herd pou the yell 
savages, wheeling around into e rear an 
closing up between the long lines of the flying, 
roaring e. Whether Biackfoot or haltl- 
breed had etarted the train there was no inguir 
now. Neither had appearedriu sigpt, and bio 
muscle, and spirit bad never be®h wrapped up 
in the horsefiesh that could overtake that 
screaming complication vf Indians, buffaloes, 
and ponies as they swept down toward the Mis- 
souri, 

Henderson tried to say something, but bis 
voice was drowpnedin the frightful noise, and 
the next instant he plungec into the » hirlwind 
of dust that turned the aspect into smoke. Each 
Indian seemed to sweilinto a giant as the giories 
of the hunt unfolded to him. His eyebalis 
turned red and gieamed with fearful ferocity. 
Swaying on his horse, he turned from one side 
to the other and sent unerring bullet or certain 
arrow to a Vitai point, and with aspriek of vic- 
tory drove his heel into the ribs of his horse and 
pressed upon the plupging foe infront. Down 
through the darkness of the dust the sun was 
pouring its splendor. The air was suffocating. 
Along the plain buge buffaloes roiled under the 
death-shbt, tongue iolling, mouth frothing, and 
eye spitting biood. Loudiy above the crack of 
rifle and whirr of arrow rang the peal of voices 
and the jargun of howls mingied with the bam- 
mering of boofs. 

To che south, ten miles away, was a deep 
basin, and beyond a butte. Would the chase 
plunge down that dip or go around it? wasa 
questien that deeply interested one gentieman, 
who was holding his horse by the mane and 
speculating on the prospect of getting out 
whole. . Straight for the basin the head of the 
column laid its course, pushed forward by the 
frightened rear-guard, burried on by the hunt- 
ers, whose excitement had overflowed all 
bounds. There was no escape from the crush. 
The terror-stricken beasts behind, too fright- 
ened to turn, followed closely, goring the vay- 
uses ana struggling to regain their places in the 
bellowing herd. Thecries of wounded horses 
arose above the roar of the hunt as they went 
down under the boofs of their foes. 

Buffaices were dropping thickly now. The 
plain was strewn with carcasses and desper- 
ately wounded bulls. As the route entered the 
detile that led to the basin, the lines of buffaloes 
on the sides were forced in upon the main 
body, and, jammed up together, men, borses, 
and humped brutes, in one buge, brown mass, 
swept on toward the danger ahead. The 
slaughter was sickening. The tight was at 
close quarters, and the knife piayed a gleaming 
part while the hot rifie was silent. Down 
toward the basin swept the dust, the noise, and 
the struggling mass. Reckless of danger, the 
Indians lay along the sides of their horses, and 
arose from each thrust buried to the shoulder 
in blood. The defile was carpeted with the 
mangled bodies of buffaloes. it was no place to 
kill them. The hoofs of survivors tore ail vaiue 
out of the robes, but the spirit of killing bad 
seized upon the souls of those savages, and the 
hunt bad become amuck for the sake of pro- 
ducing death. 

At we brink of the basin the leading bulls 
paused. A shock and shudder went through 
the herd. At this polnt they feli by the hun- 
dred, and it was only when the panic-smitten 
main body fairly huried the hesitating leaders 
dowp the bank that pace was restored. 
There was no default among the Indians. Sep- 
arated by the now raging baffaloes, they tore 
down the incline, shooting, stabbing, and as wild 
as the qu 

The st a¥in the basin seemed ape | a mo- 
ment. the steep butte and out of the biood- 
stained z tflew brute and man, while down on 
the water course at the bottom pony, buffalo, 
and unhorsed Indian struggled for rélease from 
each other. On the wide hillside the herd 
spread and straggzied, and momentarily the 
noise faded. It was their tirstand last breath- 
lng spell, a Mutual truce, for the Indians were 
as busy seeking the plain beyond as the buffaloes 

in their despairing search for some avenue of 
escape. Thencame the arrival at the apex, 
where a cool, soft wind blew aéroes the ridge, 
sweeping away the dust and opening the view 
of the field bebind. Downin the basin and up 
through the defile the buffaloes lay in thousands, 
with beré and there a slaughtered horse, reliev ed 
in spots by a stiff and limping Indian, wondering 
how, when, and where he concluded to foot it 
out 

Across the ridge and down the hiliside poured 
the hunt again, apparently fresh as at the first, 
and with updiminished excitement. The herd 
** hugged” now for mutual protection, and the 
Indians took advantage of it. Outon the level 
plain again, the horses'warmed to extraordinary 
speed, and the buffaloes, parched with the dust, 
making a crow line forthe Missouri and water. 
The tribe funned out to inciose the rear and 
flanks, and once more the’ business of death 
wenton. It was the last stretch, and the pace 
was killing, Pressed on the flanks, the buffa- 
loes crowded together, and some of the Indians 
who had failed to bolt the ruck found bot work 
on their bands. There was no special effort to 
a ae bulls. Cows and calves were accepted 
as leZacies, and lay in all directions across the 
trail. No longer was there any science in the 
coutest. The battle had become a rout, and the 
desire to slay obliterated all judgment of what 
was best to kill. 

And pow sbone the broad yellow band of the 
Missouri, the sgputhern boundary of the hunt. 
With the approach of the end the fun grew 
faster and wore furions. Darti yellow spots 
flashed along the fringe of timber, where the 
frightened antelope turned to dodge the coming 
tornado. Scutrying specks along the piain tes- 
tified that the deerin the woods and waliows 
felt that it was good to be elsewhere. Foxes fled 
from out their cover, and here and therea 
snariing cougar grinned defiance and sought 
some cieft in the pocks, while an occasional 
coyote, broken of his rest, licked his chops as be 
retlected on what the night would bring gorth. 
Prairie dogs looked from their viliaces the 
whiriwind and perished by hundreds. Rabbits 
and rats flashed fora moment to the sigbt and 
faded in the distance. 

With a roar the herd crashed through the tim- 
ber and burst into the river, drinking as they 
swam. The bank and current were dyed red as 
the panting braves tailed off the hunt, and when 
it was Hnished and silence fell, when the keen 
wind had rolled away the heavy cloud of dust, 
many a& savage wiped away the biood of buffa- 
loes to tind his own welling up and wonder how 
it happened. 

Henderson came up, his face distorted with 
passion and a gieam of singular ferocity in his 
eyes, for more than a battle of men does a buf- 
faio ruo deévelop.the most savage ot the in- 
stincts, and the quietest and steadiest nerved of 
the palefaces must yield his training to the in- 
fluence of such aday.

Delaage—Strange Mode of Existence. . 

Paris Letter to Boston Herald. 

There are so wavy rich idiers in Pais whose 
time bangs heavily on their hands, and who 
are delighted to buve a companion, that any- 
body wbo chooses the life ofa parasite can al- 
ways be sure of a choice of dinners and suppers, 
writes a Paris correspondent. In American 
circles alone, anybody who cares for invitations 
may every day reckon on fifteen or twenty of 
them, a seat in some theatre, and, if be plays his 
cards well, a chamber and cover at seaside dur- 
ing dog days, and at Nice during winter.

Journal, and gave him all the news coilected 
during the day.. As Delaage knew everybody, 
he was of great assistance. to De Pene, for he 
could give the latter infermation about every- 
body in Paris. Heori Delaage was a grantson of 
Chaptal, the eminent chemist. He was ieft a 
fair patrimony, but be wasted the greater part 
of it sn helping to keepalive Kadical newspa- 
— from 1846 to 11. He was intimate with 

sqguiros and Sobrier. He outgrew these wild 
opinions. After 1851 ne stilt had left $10,000. Io- 
stead ot investing it and securing himself an 
income of $600 a year, he converted it into gold 
coin, put it in a trunk, and whenever he wan.ed 
money he took one of the goid coins.

“John Brown's Body.” 
To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune. 

Carcaao, Sept. 1L—“John Brown's soul is 
marching on.” M. Poster Sweetser, in his late 
book on “ Boston Harbor and Fort Warren,” re- 
lates the origin of the song of freedom: It 
happened, therefore, that from tifis happy gar- 
rison (Fort Warren, Boston@harbor) proceeded 
one of the most powerful influences which made 
themselves feit. in the National armies dur- 
ing that long and weary wag. The famous 
song of the National arthies, * John 
Brown's body lies moldering in the grave,” 
was composed and first sung at Fort 
Warren by the glee ciub of the Second Bat- 
talion of Light Infantry in the spring of 1362, 
It was adapted to an gid Methodist camp-meet- 
ing tune, somewhat altered in form, and the 
brigade band at the fort was the first that played 
it. The singers entered the Twelfth Regiment, 
which marched through Boston, New York, and 
Baltimore to this grand chorus from 1,000 
throats, and the music ran through the Army of 
the Potomac, nor ceased until grim powder- 
blackened choirs had chanted it in Texas and 
Alabama, and down the great Miésissippi, and 
on all the flowery coasts of the gulf, 
and through the Caroiinas, and along 
the streets of conquered Richmond. From 
Fort Warren came the Marseiilaise of our 
emancipating revoluGon. As Admiral Prebie 
says: * Few people aside from those who kept 
step to its strains when leaving home for the 
battlefield and gang it areuad the smoky camp- 
fires during the long, Gull nights and days of 
army life knew the extent of its popularity and 
the deep bold it took upon the soldiers’ hearts.

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Should Clerks Go West? 
To the Editor of The Chicage Tribune. 

Curcaco, Sept. 1.—A few evenings ago, while 
the writer was at one of the large passenger- 
depots in this city, from whose doors thousands 
are daily carried away by trains to the West and 
Northwest, his attention was directed to the 
number of emigrants bound for those undevel- 
oped States and Territories, and the thought oc- 
eurred to him, Why does not the clerk swell the 
ranks of the grand army of emigrants?

His board washing 
costs him, say, $30 month; the ainder of 
his salary will liquidate his other necessary ex- 
penses, such as ciothing and so on. He cannot 
indulge in many extravagances on this salary, 
for living expenses are high in this eity of ours. 
He lives on in the city encouraged with the bcope 
of better. prospects year after year. 
for better position, looks for better remunera- 
tion, if nota fair competences He may obtain 
these, and may uot. Such things are controlled 
by circumstances, Now, sir, what prospects 
does the West afford one thus situated? If be 
has saved a few dollars, is industrious, willing to 
practice self-denial for atime and do his share 
ot the work, cau be better Acond tan by going 

est? What inducement is afforded him? He 
leaves the city, and witb it —y of the comforts 
and conveniences of modern life, and isolates 
himself out West, away from society and among 
strangers. To make such a sacritice requires 
some consideration in return. Is he any more 
liabie to obtain it in the West than he is by toil- 
ing in the large cities, waiting and boping that 
“something might turn up"?

The Marriage Law, 
To the Editor of The Uhicago Iribwne. 

CHICAGO, Sept. L—Tug Tripuns, under above 
caption, of 26th ult., commenting upon one of 
our Episcopal city clergymen’s alleged non- 
compliaace with” lilinois statute jaw as to mar- 
rying parties, cails him “James” instead of 
Jpbhn; and exception may therefore be taken 
against “indictment” on the ground of mis- 
nomer. But,in all seriousness, wherein (after 
you say “that when people desire to get mar- 
ried there shali be a license issned by the County 
Clerk,” etc.) it is stated, “Without such mar- 
riage license had and obtained; no alleged reli- 
gious celebration constitutes a valid marriage.” 
Much as we respect and may maintain the law, 
tere is error in this, nowadays, at 
least, such is the practicable looseness as to 
contracting marriage, almost anytbing oy! an- 
swer, however irregular the act. This is the 
point, and requires no long argument to demon- 
sirate it. 

Bouvier defines: “To make a valid marriage 
the parties must be willing to contract. able to 
contract, and bave actually contracted.” [Vide 
Law Dict., * Marnage.”’} t where even ex- 
pressly reguired by the code of a Stave “a license 
Must De obtained from the Parish Judge,”’ etc.. 
and thé articie of such code deciares that such 

are recognized by law as are con- 
tracted and solemnized according the rules 
which it prescribes, nevertheless the code does 
not declare null a marriage not preceded by a 
license and not evidenced by an act signed by a 
certain number of witnesses and the parties, 
nor does it make such an act exclusive evidence 
of the marriage.

The mortgage was duly paid, 
and in January last she gave another for 
$312.50 to G, J, Littledale, which has never 
been pald. Cole also avers that he bought 
up a mortgage for $300 given’ by Mrs. Sco- 
ville to one Bash to secure the purchase- 
money of some furniture, dnd held it until 
it was peid by the giving of other notes. Cole 
further charges that in April, 1881, and fora 
long time previous, Seoville had 
not been practiping law, but had 
been engaged in eeping ai tavern 
in Wisconsin, while hig. wife was 
keeping a board -house a and support- 
ing her family. Cole alsodentes that he ever 
received $0 or any ther sum from news- 
paper men or any others in Chicago’for Mrs. 
Scoville, though at) Scoville’s request he 
made an appeal to the public for aid for the 
latter, to which | eu public entirely 
failea to respond. pril last Mrs. Sco- 
ville broke up housekeeping, and applied to 
Cole for permission to store her goods, he 
being the owner of the Bash mortgage on 
them, and agent ef Littledale. The goods 
were accordingly stored with the Chieageo 
Furniture Sterage Company and a receipt 
taken in Cole's name, Sceville’s private 
papers and books were, under Mrs. Seoville’s 
supervision, placed In a separate box, and an 
order on the storage |company for that box 
was given to Séeoville after his re- 
turn from Washington. Some time 
last spring Mrs, Seoville gave a 
bill of sale to Cole of her husband’s 
office furniture and law books, and Cole took 
them to a warehouse and obtained a receipt 
in his own pame, oy aed to hold for Sco- 
ville, and to prevent the landlord from attach- 
ing them for unpaid rept.” When Séoville 
returned he gave notes and a chattel mort- 
gage on this property to secure the &50 he 
had borrowed, and other small advances to 
the amount of $35 made by Cole to Mrs. 
Scoville, Cole also adinits there was a “set- 
tlement ” between him and Mrs. Scoville, in 
which by a neat piece of legerdemain the 
mortgaged property was sold or pledged to

Two deaths of noted Parisians are reported 
this week—both of them known in America.

founder of the Courrier des Etats-Unis, of New 

ork, and for some years past the Parisian cor- 
respondent of that journal. He lived for some 
years in New York, and always preserved bis 
sympathies for America and the Amer- 
icans. His pen was seldom dipped in 
the gall that mingles BO largely 
with the ink of nearly all French journalists 
when they speak of our country or its people. 
He went a great deal into the American colony 
in Paris; and his spare figure, een, intellectual 
face, and snowy locks were familiar to most of 
the American party-goers. How he wrote * Le 
Tour de Nesie"’; bow Alexandre Dumas, the 
elder, furbished up and put vitality and force 
into that remarkabie melodrama—ciaiming 
thereafter the chief part in its authorship: 
how M. Gaillardet and M. Dumas fought 
aduei thereafter, wherein, after the fashion of 
French duels, there was nobody hurt—all these 
things are well-known items of literary bistory. 
I have often wondered why it was that M. Gail- 
lardet never afterwards wrote anythil worth 
commemorating; for “Le Tour de ‘Nesio”— 
which does really seem to have been almost 
entirely from his ‘2—is8 a most powerful and 
original work. 1 think it forms the only instance 
on record of a piace or a building becoming

Wartel’s tuition. She was endowed by nature 
with a superb contralto, which M. Wartel under- 
took to change into a mezzo-soprano. He 
toiled at this task for some three years, 
at the end of which his luckiess 
pupil went home without any voice atall. The 
stretching process bad irretrievably robbed her 
once full, luscious,notes of their quality and 
charm. Of all the singers that he trained (and 
their name was Legion after the success of 
Caristine Nilsson) two only ever attained to any 
great renown—wamely: that lady and Mme. 
Trebell, the famous cogtraito. Wartel was 76 
years old when he died. He trained one of his 
own sons for the Opera, but had no better suc- 
cess with him than he had with anybody else's 
son or daughter,

The stosk of corn in New York at the close of 
last week was reported as 401,518 bu, being 105,- 
194 bu leas than a week previous. The stock of 
corn m Chicago was reported to have decreased 
142,456 bu during last week, making an aggre- 
gate decrease for the two cities of 247,680 bu. 
Yet the New York “ official’ statement makes 
the visible supply to have increased some 
500,000 bu during last week, which would mean 
an increase of some 750,000 bu in the aggregate 
of other points outside Chicago and New York. 
It is very difficult to see bow thig can be; it cer- 
tainly does not square with what are here 
understood to be the fgcts of the. corn move- 
ment. 

Several defaults in wheat for August are said 
to have occurred. It is worth while to remember 
that the wheat could bave been bought on the 
ast day of the month at $1.00, and could scarce- 
ly have been sold previousiy at iess than %8c, 
That would make defaults to save a loss of not 
more than 2c per.bu.

Ever since the discovery of trichine in pork 
the question has often been asked as to how the 
small worms could be completely destroyed. A 
French savant, M. Colin, tome time ago de- 
clared that the salting of meat was a sure and 
certain method) of destruction to these para- 
sites. This, however, waé different to the opin- 
ion often expressed by German investigators, 
and also to the fact that several cases of trichi- 
niasis, believed to bave resulted from the eating 
of American hams that had long been salted, 
had been reported. Among other chemists 
Schmitt, Chatim Girard, and Pabst, and De 
Benecke and Libon, may be mentioned as ob- 
servers who had found the trichine still living 
in meats that bad been salted for several! montbs. 
The experiments of M. Colin led to others by M 
Fourmeat, the results of which have just been 
published as a report to the French Academy. 

These experiments show conclusively that the 
salting of meats Cannot be regarded as a safe- 
guard against trichiniasis. Mr. Fourment tooka 
piece of meaton|the 19th of April, 1881, from 
some American sgaited meats examined at the 
Havre docks and found infested. This meat 
was piaced in a tlask and imbedded in fine galt. 
It was then hermetically sealed and not opened 
till tne Ist of April, 1882. By this time the meat 
had undergone 4 year’s sulting carried to the 
higbest degree, and if we add the time that must 
have elapsed since it was first put in salt in 
America (which could not be put at less than 
three months) the meat may be said to bave been 
in salt for at least fifteen months. The meat was 
then cut up into small pieces, and these were 
placed in water, which was frequently changed 
to remove the salt,and remaived for several 
hours in a temperature of 7] degrees Fahrenheit. 
On the 4th, 5th, and 6th of April this was fed 
to a mouse, which died on the 7th, after 
presenting symptoms of diarrhea. The intestine 
was evidently inflamed, and contained sexually 
developed trichinge. A second and a third mouse 
were fed with more of the meat, and with exact- 
ly similar results in each case. Several other 
experiments were made. M. Fourment says that 
all show that the trichingw were then certainly 
alive and capabie of reproduction after fifteen 
months of salting; and it is consequently mani- 
fest that salting does not surely and rapidly de- 
stroy these parasites. They may die in salted 
meats as well as in any other situation, and thus 
explain the negative experiments published by 
distinguished rvers; but they may also live 
a considerable time without our being abie to 
determine the léngth of the period after which 
death necessarily toliows lateut life. M is also 
proper to point out that, while salting is too 
often powerless to kill the trichinw, one effect is 
to remove them t0 a certain extent from the 
action of heat. his fact is plainly shown by 
the experiments of Doyere Laborde. 

It may be useful to point out bere that, al- 
though several physiologists have found that 
salting does not destroy trichinz, in several 
sets of experiments they’ were found to be 
killed. Zundel, Louis, Kecbhlinhausen, Kopp, 
Seigmund, and Dele all made numerous experi- 
ments, and in nooe was it found that, after 
treating with salt, the triching were capabie of 
development ana reproduction. It is very prob- 
abie that the solution of these disagreements is 
to be found in life history of the trichine. 
It may be poia out that when the triching 
penetrate the muscies they are perfectly free, 
and have no covering whatever to protect them, 
and a month or more elapses before they accept 
the situation and coil themseives up, to quietly 
await their chance of being eaten up by some 


other animal, which must. occur before 
they can possibly develop into the per- 
fect adult condition. ut it is only at’ 


the end of three months that a fibrous cyst 
begins to form around them, and it is perhaps a 
year before the ouvering is sufficiently dense 
and impermeable to entirely protect it from the 
action of salt. Thus it is seen that at one stage 
in the life of the trichine salt may effectually 
destroy them, while at another stage it wouid be 
aimost powerless to act. . 

But, although saiting is thus an uncertain 
remedy , there need be no danger whatever from 
trichiniasis if only the meat be properly cooked. 
In no single case—and there have been numer- 
ous experiments Inade—bas heat failed te en- 
tirely destroy these parasites. Fjord, in Sweden, 
ane Krabbe, in Germany, have both proved that 

a temperature of 129 degrees Fabrenheit kills 
trachine if maintained for fifteen minutes, 
while 158 degrees renbeit bas been shown by 
many exper mente to kill instantaneously. Only 
those who negiect the prevaniion of thorough

There was again yesterday avery active de- 
mand from shippers of grain for vessel-room, 
more partiéularily for Buffalo and Kingston. 
Rates were extremely Orin at 2 cents a bushel 
on corn and2\ cents on wheat to Buffaio and 5 
cents a bushel on wheat to Kingston. There is 
no doubt carrying raves would advance were it 
not for the large amount of toonage bere, sbip- 
pers believing that most of it can be se- 
cured at the present rates. But should 
owners of vessels prove as nervy and deter- 
mined as the owner of the Pridgeon ficet, who 
rather than carry grain ata figure that left no 
profit has kept his vessels here for the iast four 
weeks, rates would be immediately conceded by 
shippers that carriers would bave a fair margin 
on at the point of delivery. The great trouble, 
however, as has been remarked a bund?ed times 
before, is that owners. of vessel-property never 
act in concert, and when freight rates reach 
a figure that will leave a profit to ves- 
sele some overanxious and timid owner 
becomes alarmed when there is a slack demand 
for tonnage for a day or two, and rushes around 
offering his vessel at a shade lower rate than the 
recognized figure. Then a panic sets in among 
them, and down, down go the rates, and long 
visages and whining isthe rule. Shippers do 
things quite differently. When they want ves- 
sels they make a minimum offer, and if they 
cannot get the room they wantat their own 
price they get itat whatever they can. They 
undefstand things better than the vesselmen, 
and always take advantage of the opportunity.

CINCINNATI, O., 1L.—The end of the 
month has tested the discretion and financial 
soundness of grain-dealers, and the result 
has been a suspension of four or five of the 
wenker firms. There lias been an unhealthy 
dabbling in cofn futures, and purchases for 
August delivery were iarge and at higher 
prices than spot corn was ‘worth when time 
for delivery came, There was a prompt call 
for margins, and the crash came.

Teachers’ Asso¢iation—The Subjects

The subject 
was ably discussed by a number of the mem- 
bers of the association. 

The subject of “uniformity of text-books 
at the expense of townships and districts” 
was then taken up by Superintendent Slade. 
This was ably discussed by about fifteen 
members, with almost an equa! diversity of 
opinion. _ Prof. Nofton, of Albion, enter- 
tained a different view frouwt the rest, and 
héld that a diversity of text-books could be 
used with equally ag good results as to be 
contined to any one author. He claimed the 
difficulty oftener resulted from the ineffi- 
ciency of teachers than from a variety of 
text-books, 

Dr. Robert Allyn, President of the associa- 
tion, then took the floor and made a short but 
effective taikon “school tegisiation.” The 
Doctor did not hesitate to say that our pres- 
ent school laws could be vastly improved 
upon. 

A paper entitied * Moral Culture” was 
then read. The es$ay was written oF Dr. 
William F. Swaslen, of McKendre College 
It was a masterly production, and was re- 
ceived with a round jof applause. The sub- 
ject was ably discussed, led by B. G. Roots, 
of ‘Tamaroa, after which, the convention ad- 
journed for dinner. 

The afternoon pore was opened with 
soine very fine elocutionary recitations b 
Miss Anna Jackson, of Hillsboro, and Prof. 
Brownlee, .of Carbondale. These were fol- 
lowed by several other recitations and read- 
ings of miscellaneous character.

Cetewayo'’s Click—A Peculiarity in the 
Language of the Natives of South 
Alrica. 


The “click” which gome writers have noted 
as a curiosity in the speench of Cetewayo 
his suite is not peculiar to the Zulu tongue. 
is a characteristic of many barbarous languages, 
though the clicking of the Hottentots seems to 
be the most elaborate, or at all eventethe best 
keown. Mr. Cust, in a paper published by the 
English Society of Arts, says: “The great 
feature of the (Hottentot) language is the 
existence of four clicks, formed by a 
different position of the tongue; the dental 
click is almost identical with sound of in- 
dignanon not, unfrequently uttered by Eu- 
ropeans; the lateral click is the sound with 
which borses are stimulated to action; the 
guttural click is not unlike tne popping of a 
champagne cork; and the palatal click is com- 
pared to the cracking of awhip, Headds that 
the Bushman, in addition to the four clicks of 
the Hottentot language, has a fifth, sixth, and 
sometimes a seventh ~ & an eighth click.

More Activity in the 
Markets, but at Lower 
Prices. 


The Bears Pound the Corn Deal, 
and Lower Values Two 
Cents.

The markets were more active yesterday, 
and some of them very weak, the general 
bearing of prices being much lower than the 
day ‘preceding. The feature of the day was 
a regular raid by the sellers of corn and oats, 
especially the farmer. Corn was depressed 
fully two cents a bushel on everything ex- 
cept for this month’s delivery by a slough of 
orders to sell the Jong futures. The orders 
were understood to come chiefly from par- 
ties in the Southwest, and St. Louis was 
named as sending a large part of them. The 
market quotation in that city was much low- 
er, and the market at the East (lropped too. 
It seems that news has been sent around the 
country to the effect that sales of corn had 
been made in Cinctnnati for delivery before 


the middle of this month, and guaranteed to 
grade sound, dry No. 2 Dy that time ‘Ihis 
demoralized the crowd, and selling became 
the rule. The sales would have been twice 
as heavy fis they were yesterday butfor the 
fact that a good many of the orders were 
limited to figures below which the market 
sunk before the orders could be filled. The 
sales on short account squeezed out a good 
many weak bidders of futures by the ex- 
haustion of the margins on which their 
property. was held, and the sales on that ac- 
count were very large. The shipping de- 
mand was fair till alitule past noon, and then 
buyers drew back, inaking it difficult to sell 
car-lots near the close. 


OATS FELL OFF

had been held in store. It was understood 
that the longs had got tired of their bargain, 
having held cash oats for avery much higher 
figure than the one ruling yesterday, and 
found the Mastern demand to be very much 
less than expected.

INDIAN EDUCATION. 


Thirty-ttiree Boys and Twenty-seven 
Girls from the Reservatious. 
Special Disvatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

CARLISLE, Pa., Sept. 1.—Prof. J. A. Lip- 
pincott, of Dickinson College, who has for the 
past few weeks been on a visit to the Indian 
country, arrived home this morning, brine- 
ing with him thirty-three boys and twenty- 
seven girls who are entered at the Indian 
training-school at this place for a five-years’ 
course. The children are of the Pawnees, 

Kiowas, Cheyennes, Apachés, Comanches, 

Wichitas, Arapahoes, Navajos, Modocs, Sem- 

inoles, Caddoes, and Delawares. They are 

said to be all representatives of the blood 
royal of the several tribes, and certainly 
look much above the average Indian in his 
untutored state, One brawny fellow, in his 
native<iress, with ankempt hair and restless 
black eyes, dvew the attention of the specta-' 
tors. He is known as “Flat-Ncse,” and 
claims to be 17 yearsof age. His appearance 
indicates more years. He is anxious to en- 
joy the benefits of this school, where, as he 
says, he may learn of, the white man’s good 
ways. Four of the abové had been pupils 
here, and their evident deiight at their re- 
turn and the respect and consideration dis- 
played for their teachers and com- 

anions were pleasant to look upon.
